September  13,  1942 - Indianapolis,  Indiana 

MEETING 

The  Twenty-third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Federated 
Patriotic  Societies  was  held  Sunday,  September  13,  1942,  at  3:00 
o’clock  in  the  Riley  Room  of  the  Claypool  Hotel. 

The  room  beautifully  decorated  in  red,  white  and  blue  garlands 
and  tassel  festoons  made  a  very  striking  and  appropriate  setting 
for  this  patriotic  group. 

The  membership  in  attendance  was  a  very  large  one.  Mrs.  Ella 
Almond  of  Indianapolis,  Department  President  of  the  Indiana  Fed¬ 
erated,  called  the  assembly  to  order  and  asked  that  Mrs.  Clara  Gal¬ 
lagher,  President  of  the  National  body,  and  her  staff,  be  escorted  to 
the  rostrum.  Each  officer  was  escorted  by  a  member  of  the  Indian¬ 
apolis  Unit. 

Mrs.  Gallagher  extended  her  greetings  and  expressed  her  ap¬ 
preciation  for  the  fine  representation  from  the  various  Departments. 

Colors  were  advanced  by  members  of  the  Indianapolis  Unit  with 
Mrs.  Clementine  Vanasdal,  President,  in  the  lead.  Members  of  the 
American  Legion  acted  as  Color  Guards. 

Pledge  of  allegiance  was  given,  led  by  Patriotic  Instructor  Rev. 
J.  Kirkwood  Craig.  The  invocation  was  given  by  Chaplain  Mrs. 
Grace  Houlette  Hahn.  The  Leaders  of  the  affiliated  groups  were 
escorted  and  introduced.  They  were:  Mrs.  May  Luchsinger,  Na¬ 
tional  President,  Woman’s  Relief  Corps;  Miss  Ethelyn  P.  Smith, 
National  President,  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army;  Mr.  Albert  C.  Lam¬ 
bert,  Commander-in-Chief,  Sons  of  Union  Veterans,  and  Mrs.  Mar¬ 
garet  D.  Schroeder,  National  President,  Auxiliary  to  Sons  of  Union 
Veterans.  Mrs.  J.  J.  Browne,  of  Indianapolis,  represented  the  Na¬ 
tional  President  of  the  Dames  of  Loyal  Legion  of  America,  the 
National  President  being  unable  to  be  with  us. 

Mrs.  Vanasdal  presented  beautiful  gifts  to  President  Gallagher 
and  others,  from  the  Federated  Unit  of  Indianapolis. 

Roll  call  of  officers  found  the  following  present:  President 
Clara  Gallagher,  Chaplain  Grace  Houlette  Hahn,  Patriotic  Instructor 
Rev.  J.  Kirkwood  Craig,  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Eva  B.  Blackman. 
Mrs.  Lehmann,  Vice  President,  and  Mrs.  Good,  Historian,  were  both 
absent  owing  to  illness  in  their  families.  Roll  call  of  Departments 
found  all  Departments  except  two  represented. 

Minutes  of  1941  meeting  held  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  read  and 
approved. 

President  Gallagher  read  her  message  telling  how  she  had  kept 
in  touch  with  Federated  Units  and  that  she  felt  the  Allied  Orders 
must  keep  together  now  more  than  ever  before.  This  report  will 
be  found  elsewhere  in  its  entirety.  Reports  of  officers  followed  that 
of  the  President  and  each  brought  out  points  of  the  utmost  value 
to  us  concerning  present  day  conditions  as  well  as  for  the  future. 
Secretary-Treasurer  Blackman  recommended  in  her  report  that  the 
dues  of  the  National  Federated  Patriotic  Societies  be  increased  to 
fifteen  ($15.00)  dollars  a  year.  She  explained  that  fifty  dollars  a 
year  received  from  the  five  affiliated  orders  was  not  sufficient  to 
cover  running  expenses  and  that  the  added  five  dollars  from  each 
organization  would  insure  the  meeting  of  our  obligations.  After 
some  discussion,  it  was  moved  by  Past  National  President  Kate

Raynor,  seconded  by  several,  that  the  dues  be  raised  from  ten  dol¬ 
lars  a  year  to  fifteen  dollars.  Motion  carried. 

Reports  of  Departments  followed,  and  from  these  reports  it 
was  gratifying  to  know  that  the  patriotic  feeling  in  the  various 
Units  and  Departments  has  reached  a  new  high.  These  reports 
showed  very  much  activity  was  in  progress  and  that  new  endeavors 
were  being  launched,  all  too  numerous  to  mention  in  this  report. 

Under  unfinished  business,  the  committee  appointed  last  year 
to  study  the  resolution  presented  by  the  Daughters  of  the  Grand 
Army  to  be  admitted  to  the  membership  of  this  Society  and  also  to 
report  on  the  results  of  the  invitation  to  the  Daughters  of  Union 
Veterans  to  again  affiliate  themselves  with  this  Society,  was  ready 
to  report.  Mr.  William  L.  Anderson,  who  was  appointed  chairman, 
was  unable  to  attend  but  his  report  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  and  same  was  read.  On  the  resolution  from  the  Daughters 
of  the  Grand  Army,  it  was  voted  that  until  such  time  as  the  request 
comes  from  their  National  Organization  no  action  be  taken  by  this 
Society. 

In  regards  to  the  invitation  to  the  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans 
to  again  affiliate  themselves  with  this  Patriotic  group  it  was  voted 
that  no  further  action  be  taken  until  the  request  to  join  again  comes 
from  their  National  Body. 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  have  three  Comrades  at  this  meeting.  They 
were  escorted  and  introduced,  each  called  upon  for  remarks  and 
every  honor  accorded  them.  Also  in  attendance  were  seven  Past 
National  Presidents  of  this  National  Body.  They  were  Kate  Raynor, 
Sarah  J.  Ehrmann,  Lillian  Clark  Carey,  Mary  J.  Love,  Margaret 
Grandle,  Ida  Lewis  and  Frances  M.  Kuhns.  Each  spoke  on  the 
value  of  the  Federated  and  how  its  importance  could  be  made  felt. 
Mrs.  Ehrmann  read  an  article  of  some  length  in  which  Senator  Taft 
came  to  the  defense  of  our  patriotic  orders  and  after  much  discus¬ 
sion  the  result  was  a  unanimous  vote  that  a  message  be  sent  to 
Senator  Taft  commending  him  on  the  stand  he  takes  on  our  Patri¬ 
otic  Societies  and  that  it  be  made  known  to  him  that  the  affiliated 
orders  in  this  Society  are  members  of  the  American  Coalition  and 
that  we  impress  the  fact  that  we  are  allied  with  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic. 

Election  of  officers  being  the  next  order  of  business  the  fol¬ 
lowing  were  elected:  President,  Miss  Ethelyn  P.  Smith,  Ladies  of 
the  Grand  Army;  Vice  President,  Albert  C.  Lambert,  Sons  of  Union 
Veterans;  Chaplain,  Mrs.  Margaret  D.  Schroeder,  Auxiliary  to  Sons 
of  Union  Veterans;  Patriotic  Instructor,  Mrs.  May  R.  Luchsinger, 
Woman’s  Relief  Corps;  Historian,  Mrs.  David  D.  Good,  and  Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer,  Mrs.  Grace  Houlette  Hahn,  Woman’s  Relief  Corps. 

After  brief  remarks  by  several  the  meeting  adjourned.

MEMORIAL  SERVICE 

Memorial  service  was  held  in  the  Travertine  Room  of  the  Lin¬ 
coln  Hotel,  Monday  afternoon  at  2:00  o’clock. 

The  Rostrum  was  banked  with  palms  and  ferns  in  the  center 
a  large  which  cross  entertwined  with  snrilax  and  a  profusion  of  cut 
flowers  at  the  base.  At  either  side  was  a  Flag  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Christian  Flag  which  made  a  beautiful  setting. 

Those  taking  part  in  the  service,  filed  slowly  into  the  room  to 
the  strains  of  soft  music,  escorted  by  members  of  the  Convention 
committee,  robed  in  white  formals,  each  carrying  a  flag.  The  De¬ 
partment  Presidents  clad  in  white  also  took  their  places  on  either 
side  of  the  room. 

National  Senior  Vice  President,  Eunice  Rash  called  the  meet¬ 
ing  to  order  and  introduced  the  National  Chaplain,  Arada  Doughty, 
who  conducted  the  service. 

“We  have  gathered  here  to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
those  who  have  closed  the  Book  of  Life  and  gone  to  dwell  in  the 
House  of  the  Lord  forever.  Throughout  this  life  with  all  its  joys, 
there  coes  a  measure  of  sadness.

As  our  National  Soloist  Marie  L.  Harkins,  sang  “The  Old  Rug¬ 
ged  Cross”  the  Cross  was  lighted  and  remained  lighted  during  the 
service. 

Prayer  by  the  National  Chaplain: 

“Dear  Heavenly  Father,  we  bow  in  submission  to  Thy  Will, 
and  although  that  day  was  dark  when  the  shadow  of  death  passed 
over  us  and  grief  filled  our  hearts,  we  would  believe  that  Thy  way 
is  best.  Look  down  in  compassion  upon  the  members  here  assem¬ 
bled  and  let  the  glory  of  Thy  righteousness  so  light  our  pathway, 
that  we  may  be  comforted  by  Thy  promise  to  strengthen  and  uphold 
us,  and  to  lead  us  through  the  shadow  of  death  into  life  eternal. 
As  we  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  loved  ones,  may  we  be 
drawn  closer  to  Thee  and  to  each  other.  O  may  the  sacred  memory 
of  their  good  deeds  be  an  inspiration  to  us  and  cause  us  to  want  to 
live  better  lives,  and  may  Thy  richest  blessings  be  with  those 
whose  eyes  are  dimmed  with  tears  at  the  parting.  Comfort  them 
as  .Thou  alone  canst  comfort.

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that  Thou  doest  walk  with  them  even  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death.  Help  us  to  look  to  the  cross  of  Christ  that  all 
our  sins  may  be  forgiven,  help  us  to  serve  Thee  in  this  world,  that 
when  we  are  called  to  Eternity,  we  with  those  we  love  dwell  for¬ 
ever  with  Thee.  Amen

Sawyer.  A  spray  of  white  carnations  and  fern  was  placed  at  the 
base  of  the  Cross  by  Past  National  President  Sarah  J.  Eehrman  in. 
their  memory.  Past  National  President  Cassea  H.  Orsborn  gave  the 
tribute  to  our  Sisters  who  had  passed  away  during  the  year  and 
Past  National  President  Edwina  P.  Trigg  placed  a  spray  for  them. 

National  Chaplain — “As  we  pause  at  this  time  to  honor  our 
loved  ones  who  have  been  called  into  the  beautiful  Garden  of  To¬ 
morrow  we  miss  the  smiles  which  have  lighted  our  meetings,  and 
the  warmth  of  their  friendly  handclasps;  but  the  Heavenly  Gardner 
has  called  them,  that  His  garden  might  be  made  more  beautiful. 
They  have  answered  the  call,  and  today  we  pay  to  them  our  tribute 
of  Love”.

Past  National  President  Cora  M.  Rowling  gave  a  tribute  “In 
this  Garden  of  Rememberance”. 

National  Chaplain — “We  are  indeed  thankful  to  Him,  who 
doeth  all  things  well  that  our  chain  of  National  officers  remained 
unbroken,  but  over  the  lives  of  some  of  our  members  the  shadow 
has  fallen  with  a  darkness  through  which  shines  not  a  ray  of  light. 
To  these  sad  hearts  we  tender  our  sincere  sympathy”. 

At  this  time  two  members  of  the  Convention  committee,  Sis¬ 
ters  Eva  Johnson  and  Flossie  Depew,  wearing  white  robes  ap¬ 
proached  the  altar  where  two  large  blue  vases  had  been  placed. 
Past  National  President  Orpha  M.  Whittaker  called  the  Roll  of  De¬ 
partments  and  the  Department  Presidents  marched  on  either  side 
to  the  front  of  the  room  and  back  to  the  altar,  forming  a  V  for 
Victory  as  they  placed  white  carnations  and  ferns  in  vases  as  they 
repeated  a  scriptural  verse.

G.  A.  R.  MEMORIAL 

The  English  Theatre  was  filled  to  capacity  Sunday  evening 
when  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  members  of  the  Allied 
Organizations  gathered  to  pay  tribute  to  those  of  the  Grand  Army 
who  had  answered  the  last  Roll  Call.  Hon.  Mark  Gray,  Chairman 
of  Encampment  Committee  presided.  Captain  Wm.  F.  Santelmann 
led  the  United  States  Marine  Band  in  a  concert  of  sacred  and  ap¬ 
propriate  music.  The  invocation  given  by  Rev.  Albert  V.  Deery, 
Pastor  of  St.  Joseph’s  Church  was  followed  by  selections  by  the 
0.  E.  S.  Chorus.  Commander-in-Chief  Gay  placed  a  floral  tribute 
of  golden  flowers  in  memory  of  his  Comrades;  Ethelyn  P.  Smith, 
National  President,  with  the  heads  of  the  other  Organizations  like¬ 
wise  placed  floral  tributes,  which  formed  a  beautiful  golden  “V” 
when  completed.  Tributes  to  the  deceased  members  of  the  Grand 
Army  followed  with  Arada  Doughty,  National  Chaplain,  giving  the 
tribute  for  our  Organization. 

Dr.  Marion  Smith,  Pastor  of  Central  Avenue  Methodist  Church 
gave  the  principal  address  with  his  text  “Refresh  us  for  today’s 
battle  that  victory  through  your  living  spirit  may  be  ours  and 
victory  prevail;”  and,  took  the  life  of  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant  as  a  sym¬ 
bol  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic — wanting  nothing  when 
service  was  rendered;  always  ready  to  start  again  if  defeated;  giv¬ 
ing  aid  to  those  less  fortunate  after  the  War;  and  to  the  recon¬ 
struction  of  our  country;  working  until  the  last  breath  to  tell  the 
story;  remaining  always  in  the  hearts  of  a  grateful  nation.  The 
benediction  by  Rev.  C.  Roland  Pickhardt,  Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  followed  by  Taps  by  the  Marine  Band  closed  this  impres¬ 
sive  service. 


SEMI-OFFICIAL  MEETING 

The  spacious  English  Theatre  was  the  setting  Monday  night 
for  the  Semi-Official  Meeting  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
and  Allied  Organizations.  Beginning  at  7 :30  o’clock  the  United 
States  Marine  Band  gave  a  delightful  45  minute  concert  led  by 
Capt.  Wm.  F.  Santelmann.  Hon.  Mark  Gray,  Chairman  of  the  En¬ 
campment  Committee  presided.  Hon.  Henry  F.  Schricker,  Gover¬ 
nor  of  Indiana  who  expressed  his  pleasure  in  welcoming  the  Grand 
Army  to  Indianapolis  for  their  6th  Encampment  said  in  part — 

“We  dedicate  ourselves  anew  in  the  presence  of  the  heroes  of 
nearly  four  score  years  ago,  to  the  elimination  of  a  slavery  worse 
than  anything  this  country  ever  knew — the  slavery  being  perpe¬ 
trated  by  the  butchers  of  Germany,  Italy  and  Japan.  There  have 
been  bigger  and  better  equipped  armies  than  the  ones  of  the  ‘Boys 
in  Blue’  but  history  will  bear  witness  that  there  has  never  been  a 
nobler  or  grander  army  than  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.” 

Proud  to  welcome  and  extend  greetings,  to  the  Grand  Army 
other  speakers  included  Mayor  Reginald  H.  Sullivan;  V.  M.  Arm¬ 
strong,  representing  Lynn  U.  Stambaugh,  National  Commander  of 
the  American  Legion;  Isaac  W.  Sharp,  Commander  of  the  Indiana 
Department  of  the  G.  A.  R.;  and  Harold  Brendell,  of  the  Indiana¬ 
polis  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross.  As  Commander-in-Chief 
Gay  stepped  forward  to  respond,  Wm.  F.  Santelmann  led  the  Band 
in  “Hail  to  the  Chief.”  Greetings  were  extended  then  to  the 
Grand  Army,  and  a  substantial  check  from  each  Allied  Organiza- 
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tion  was  given  by  the  National  Leaders.  Ethelyn  P.  Smith  pre¬ 
sented  our  check  for  $1,000  making  a  total  of  $4,700.  Past  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  Robert  M.  Rownd  responded  in  a  voice  so  clear 
and  strong  that  he  needed  no  “mike”  to  carry  it  to  his  delighted 
listeners.  Seeing  the  joy  on  the  faces  of  OUR  Grand  Army  when 
our  gifts  are  presented,  who  of  us,  who  are  so  grateful  to  have 
them  with  us,  would  think  anything  too  great  for  their  happiness, 
the  years  that  are  left  to  them  here. 


THE  CAMP  FIRE 

A  real  Camp  Fire  was  held  Wednesday  evening  in  the  English 
Theatre.  Hon.  Mark  Gray,  Chairman  presided  over  a  splendid 
program  when  the  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
delighted  the  large  audience  with  their  Reminiscences,  of  War 
Days,  of  battles  which  long  since  have  become  history.  Stirring 
airs  by  the  U.  S.  Marine  Band  interspersed  the  program  and  were 
particularly  enjoyed  by  the  Comrades. 

Brigadier-General  Frank  T.  Hines,  Washington,  Administrator, 
Veterans  Affairs,  the  principal  speaker,  in  his  address  said:  “Can 
any  of  you  imagine  the  desperate  conditions  we  would  have  to  face 
as  two  separate  nations — north  and  south — with  our  resources  and 
manpower  divided  in  a  manner  which  would  hamper  our  unity  of 
action?  I  do,  for  I  stand  humbly  before  you  tonight  knowing  that 
your  efforts  and  sacrifices  have  preserved  this  precious  country  as 
a  land  of  opportunity — where  freedom  exists  for  all.”  Represen¬ 
tative  Louis  Ludlow  also  was  a  speaker  during  this  impressive  pro¬ 
gram.  He  reviewed  the  history  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  how  it  had 
met  in  Indianapolis  five  other  times,  including  the  first  Encampment 
in  Nov.,  1866.  “Forty-nine  years  ago  this  month,  I  did  my  first 
job  of  newspaper  reporting  when  I  covered  the  27th  National  En¬ 
campment  in  this  city  for  the  old  Indianapolis  Sun.  At  that  time 
the  G.  A.  R.  had  397,223  members  and  more  than  100,000  attended 
the  Encampment.  We  gladly  welcome  you,  and  we  honor  you,  as 
a  GRAND  ARMY  tonight  for  you  have  made  possible  the  un¬ 
matched  strength  which  we  possess  today  as  the  greatest  and 
strongest  nation  that  has  existed  anywhere  in  the  history  of  the 
world.” 


G.  A.  R.  PARADE 

Age  took  a  “holiday”  and  the  “Boys  in  Blue”  were  on  the 
march  again  Wednesday,  Sept.  16th  in  their  Annual  Review.  Crowds 
in  an  awed  and  reverent  manner  thronged  the  streets  along  the 
line  of  march,  and  every  available  window  was  filled,  in  an  effort 
to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  a  sight 
which  stirred  memories  of  days  gone  by  when  our  nation  was  in 
peril,  and  has  inspired  the  young  soldier  in  “khaki  and  navy  blue” 
of  today. 

Police  escort,  State  and  City  Officials  and  the  American  Le¬ 
gion,  led  by  the  colorful  United  States  Marine  Band  in  full,  with 
their  famous  leader,  Captain  Wm.  F.  Santelmann  set  the  martial 
tempo  of  World  War  No.  2,  and  presented  patriotic  strains,  as  they 
passed  first,  in  the  review,  followed  by  Comrade  Chas.  H.  Perry, 
Chief-of-Staff  with  the  official  escort  —  100  uniformed  Sons 
of  Veterans  reserves.  Leading  these  reserves  was  Albert  C.  Lam¬ 
bert,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans.  Com- 
mander-in-Chief,  George  A.  Gay  rode  at  the  head  of  his  army 
followed  by  the  Department  Commanders  and  their  Comrades;  and 
watchers  were  unashamed  of  the  tears  that  dimmed  their  eyes, 
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while  mothers  told  their  small  children  to  “see  the  Soldiers  of  the 
Grand  Army,”  with  the  hope  they  would  always  remember  the 
sight. 

The  reviewing  stand  was  on  the  steps  of  the  Federal  Building 
and  from  here  the  Comrades  and  Heads  of  the  Allied  Orders,  Gov. 
Schricker,  and  other  dignitaries,  watched  the  remainder  of  the  pa¬ 
rade,  which  included  units  from  all  branches  of  Patriotic  Orders, 
and  the  Army,  Navy,  Marines,  and  the  Home  Guards  of  the  U.  S. 
Service.  Airplanes,  swooping  down  from  overhead,  added  much 
to  the  thrill  of  the  occasion.  Only  six  Comrades  were  able  to 
march,  and  they  received  a  “glad  hand”  as  they  marched  along. 
Commander  L.  H.  Easterly  of  the  Colorado  and  Wyoming  Depart¬ 
ment  created  a  sensation  when  he  danced  a  “jig”  on  the  Circle, 
between  an  escort  of  admiring  Boy  Scouts.  The  oldest  Veteran  to 
march  was  97  year  old  Comrade  R.  R.  Graham,  Madisonville,  Ky. ; 
and  96  year  old  Robert  T.  Barrett,  Princeton,  Ky.,  who  marched 
beside  him  complained  that  he  “wanted  to  carry  a  Flag,  too,”  but 
they  wouldn’t  let  him.  Others  marching  were  Comrade  R.  E.  Cole- 
mar,  93,  Lincoln,  Nebr.;  0.  H.  Castle,  95,  Department  Commander, 
California  and  Nevada;  and  Maj.  Albert  Gage,  97,  Chicago,  Ill. 

As  we  think  of  the  parades  of  years  gone  by,  seeing  the  ranks 
growing  thinner  each  year,  it  would  seem  that  this,  the  greatest 
army  of  all  time,  is  gradually  passing  out  into  the  West  to  be 
“mustered  in”  to  a  Greater  Day.

PROCEEDINGS 

of  the 

FIFTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

of  the 

LADIES  OF  THE  GRAND  ARMY  OF  THE  REPUBLIC 
Monday  Morning,  September  14,  1942 


The  Fifty-Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  was  opened  Monday  morning  in  the  beautiful 
Travertine  Room  of  Hotel  Lincoln,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
Against  the  back  wall  of  the  stage  was  a  very  large  and  beautiful 
Flag  of  our  Country.  The  beautiful  white  and  gold  banner  of  our 
National  Organization  stood  at  the  left  in  company  with  several 
large  silk  flags  of  the  United  States  of  America.  The  Presidents 
Station  was  banked  with  flowers  and  beautiful  baskets  of  flowers 
and  palms  and  a  lovely  white  fence  and  gate  banked  the  edge  of 
the  platform. 

The  National  Chairman  of  Arrangements  and  Past  Department 
President  of  the  Department  of  Indiana,  Bessie  Hart  called  the 
Convention  to  order. 

Indiana  delegates,  gowned  in  white  formals  each  carrying  white 
and  gold  chrysanthemums,  formed  an  aisle  through  which  Past 
National  President  Clara  N.  Sawyer,  escorted  our  National  Presi¬ 
dent  to  her  station. 

Sister  Sawyer  presented  Ethelyn  P.  Smith,  National  President 
to  the  Convention  in  well  chosen  words  of  praise  for  the  years  of 
service  Sister  Ethelyn  had  given  our  Order.  National  Soloist, 
Marie.  L.  Harkins  accompanied  by  National  Musician,  Myra  Mon- 
tross,  gave  a  beautiful  tribute  in  song. 

Sister  Bessie  Hart,  Chairman  of  Arrangements,  gave  the  as¬ 
sembly  a  hearty  welcome. 

Little  Marylyn  Louise  Bates  was  escorted  to  the  President’s 
station  and  led  the  members  in  the  Pledge  to  the  Flag. 

A  lovely  leather  travel  case,  a  gift  from  the  Indiana  Committee 
of  Arrangements  was  presented  to  our  National  President  by  little 
Sue  Alice  Wampler.  This  was  gratefully  acknowledged  by  our 
National  President  as  were  the  two  large  bouquets  of  chrysanthe¬ 
mums,  also  a  gift  of  the  committee. 

Past  National  Presidents,  National  Officers  and  appointees  were 
escorted  through  an  aisle  of  flags  to  the  National  President’s  sta¬ 
tion  and  introduced. 

Past  National  Presidents,  Clara  N.  Sawyer,  Lillian  Clark  Cary, 
Ethel  Irish,  Lyda  Manson,  Cassea  H.  Orsborne,  Cora  M.  Rowling, 
Margaret  Grandle,  Josephine  Mahar,  Pearl  Cooke,  Frances  M.  Kuhns, 
Orpha  M.  Whitaker  and  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  were  presented  and  given 
a  hearty  welcome,  the  members  singing  “Glad  to  see  you  here.” 
Our  National  President  expressed  her  sincere  regret  for  those  un¬ 
able  to  be  present  and  wished  a  speedy  reocvery  for  those  who 
were  ill. 

Sister  Grace  Bell,  Department  President  of  Nebraska  presented 
our  National  President  with  a  gift  of  love  from  her  own  Depart¬ 
ment;  she  also  presented  a  gift  to  National  Secretary  Lydia 
Vasholz  from  Nebraska.  Sister  Vasholz  then  presented  a  gift  from 
Garfield  Circle  No.  11,  Omaha  to  our  National  President,  saying 
how  very  proud  her  Circle  was  of  their  Sister  Etliplv*> 
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Sister  Mabel  Van  Houton  of  Retsil,  Washington  presented  our 
National  President  with  a  gift  with  best  wishes  from  the  Washing¬ 
ton  and  Alaska  Department.  A  gift  made  especially  for  her. 

Sister  Catherine  Schroeder,  of  California  presented  the  Na¬ 
tional  President  three  large  scrap  books  containing  pictures  and 
clippings  from  the  various  departments  of  our  Organization.  These 
books  represented  many  hours  of  work  on  the  part  of  Sister 
Schroeder  and  she  thanked  Sister  Clara  Rossiter  for  her  help  in 
compiling  the  same.  Our  National  President  most  graciously 
thanked  Sister  Schroeder  and  accepted  this  beautiful  gift  which 
would  bring  back  the  many  happy  hours  spent  with  our  Sisters  all 
over  this  United  States. 

The  United  States  Marine  Band  was  escorted  in  and  favored 
us  with  the  rousing  march  “Under  the  Starry  Banner”. 

Our  National  Patriotic  Instructor,  Marie  J.  Buhler  with  Flag 
escort  presented  Past  Commander  in  Chief  Robert  M.  Rownd  and 
Past  Department  Commander  Stritch  to  our  National  President, 
who  in  turn  presented  them  to  the  assembly  and  they  were  warmly 
welcomed  and  given  seats  of  honor. 

Sister  Bessie  Hart  escorted  Mr.  B.  C.  Moore,  Manager  of  the 
United  States  Veterans  Hospital  to  the  President’s  station,  where 
he  was  introduced.  Sister  Marie  J.  Buhler,  on  behalf  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Organization  presented  Mr.  Moore  with  a  very  beautiful  flag 
of  the  United  States  of  America  for  their  Auditorium.  This  Flag 
was  presented  as  a  Memorial  of  our  visit  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
It  has  been  our  custom  to  leave  a  memorial  in  the  Convention  City 
and  it  has  usually  been  a  bronze  plaque,  but  on  account  of  the  war, 
our  government  had  asked  that  we  not  use  the  much  needed  metals, 
we  decided  on  the  Flag  as  our  Memorial.  We  had  hoped  to  have 
a  service  at  the  Hospital  where  the  men  in  the  Hospital  might  en¬ 
joy  the  presentation  but  again  we  were  reminded  that  we  were  in 
War  and  as  we  could  not  charter  buses  to  take  our  delegation  to 
the  hospital  we  asked  Mr.  Moore  to  come  to  us.  Sister  Lelia  Tot¬ 
ten,  on  behalf  of  the  Indiana  Committee  presented  Mr.  Moore  with 
the  Indiana  State  Banner.  Both  were  received  with  heartfelt 
thanks  by  Mr.  Moore. 

The  United  States  Marine  Band  Orchestra  played  “Anchors 
Away”  as  Mr.  Moore  and  escorts  retired. 

Sisters  Hattie  Martin  and  Ola  Mayhew,  on  behalf  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  West  Virginia,  presented  to  the  National  Organiza¬ 
tion  a  beautiful  large  flag  in  memory  of  their  Wynnye  G.  William¬ 
son,  Past  National  President  and  Editor  of  the  Bugle  Call. 

This  was  accepted  with  sincere  thanks  by  our  National  Presi¬ 
dent  and  she  gave  a  beautiful  tribute  to  our  beloved  Wynnye  and 
said  “that  as  we  meet  in  Convention  with  this  Flag  by  our  side  we 
could  not  help  but  feel  our  departed  Sisters  spirit  with  us  guiding 
us  in  the  work  she  loved  so  well  and  to  which  she  gave  of  her 
strength  to  the  very  last  moment. 

Past  Commander  in  Chief  Rownd  then  addressed  the  Conven¬ 
tion  and  expressed  his  pleasure  in  coming  to  the  Ladies  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  said  it  was  an  inspiring  sight  to 
see  so  many  loyal  women  working  to  promote  patriotism  in  these 
days  of  trial. 

Past  Department  Commander  Stritch,  who  acknowledged  97 
summers,  loudly  proclaimed  his  admiration  for  our  Order,  for  all  it 
stood  for;  congratulated  us  for  our  patriotic  work  and  declared 
that  we,  to  him,  had  proved  our  equality  with  the  men.  He  com¬ 
plimented  Sister  Marie  Buhler  for  her  untiring  work  in  New  York 
State  and  left  us  his  blessing  and  the  earnest  hope  that  we  would 
“carry  on”.  Our  National  President  extended  her  thanks  for  their 
presence  and  wished  for  them  all  happiness  while  in  Indianapolis. 
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The  Conductors  retired  and  ushered  in  Sister  Marie  Buhler, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Paul  Walk,  Manager  of  the  Lincoln  Hotel,  to 
whom  a  beautiful  flag  was  presented.  Sister  Lillian  Clark  Cary 
gave  a  very  instructive  talk  with  her  usual  eloquence.  She  asked 
us  not  to  look  on  the  dark  side  in  these  days  of  trial  but  to  re¬ 
member  “Our  flag  had  never  gone  down  in  any  war  and  will  not 
go  down  in  this  war.” 

The  United  States  Marine  Band  again  favored  us  with  a  selec¬ 
tion  after  which  we  adjourned  until  1:30  P.  M.

— Hotel  Lincoln  at  2:00  P.  M.  This  was  conducted  by  National 
Chaplain  Arada  Doughty,  assisted  by  Department  Presidents  and 
Past  National  Presidents. 

The  Ritualistic  work  was  exemplified  by  the  T.  W.  Bennett 
Circle  #25  of  Indianapolis.  The  Initiatory  work  was  very  impres¬ 
sive,  11  new  candidates  being  admitted  to  our  Order. 

National  Senior  Vice  President  Eunice  Rash  gave  the  obliga¬ 
tion  to  a  new  Sister  from  Alton,  Illinois. 

Sister  Rash  spoke  of  the  illness  of  National  Counselor  Nellie 
Stammell  and  offered  a  prayer  for  her  speedy  recovery. 

Meeting  adjourned  until  9:00  A.  M.  Tuesday.

Department  President,  Nebraska;  Mrs.  Myrtle  Eggiman,  Dept. 
President  of  Oregon. 

Each  in  turn,  extended  greetings  from  their  National  Body 
and  paid  high  compliments  to  our  National  President. 

Sister  Marie  Buhler  responded  graciously. 

A  Greetings  committee  from  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  of 
the  Civil  War  was  announced.

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Sister  Marie  J.  Buhler  for 
her  gift  of  $30.00  (Thirty  dollars)  to  the  National  Body  on  behalf 
of  the  Past  President’s  association  of  New  York. 

At  this  time  Sister  Lillie  Wall,  Registrar  elect,  asked  to  be  ex¬ 
cused  as  she  was  unable  to  stay  for  the  Installation.  It  was  moved 
by  Sister  Henrietta  Bodge,  seconded  by  Sister  Frances  Kuhns  that 
she  be  installed  in  her  own  Department.  Carried. 

Sister  Dorsey  presented  Sister  Wall  with  a  gift  from  the 
Michigan  delegates. 

The  minutes  of  the  Advisory  Council  and  Resolutions  were 
now  in  order.. 

The  National  President  urged  all  the  delegates  to  listen  care¬ 
fully  and  to  all  vote  on  each  question.  She  said  “This  is  your 
convention  and  it  is  your  right,  privilege  and  duty  to  vote  on  each 
question.  You  are  sent  here  by  your  department  to  act  for  them. 
Vote  as  you  wish  but  vote.  And  cheerfully  abide  by  the  vote  of 
the  majority.  The  Advisory  Council  has  spent  long  hours  on  these 
resolutions  and  it  is  now  up  to  you  to  decide  on  this  legislation.” 


Minutes  of  the  Advisory  Council  were  read  and  all  resolutions 
and  recommendations  were  acted  upon  separately. 

Sister  Catherine  Schroeder  brought  greetings  from  Sister  Car¬ 
rie  Sherriff;  Sister  Clara  Sawyer  from  Eva  J.  French;  Sister  Orpha 
Whitaker  from  Helen  M.  Lehman  and  Sister  Margaret  Grandle  from 
Frances  M.  Haskell.  We  missed  these  Past  National  President’s 
greatly.  Sister  Schroeder  read  telegrams  from  various  members 
of  the  Order  and  friends. 

The  National  Assistant  Secretary  was  unable  to  read  the  min¬ 
utes  of  the  Wednesday  and  Thursday  sessions,  so  a  motion  was 
made  by  Irene  Mangel  and  properly  seconded  that  the  minutes  be 
read  in  the  Joint  Council  meeting.  Carried. 

There  being  no  more  business  to  come  before  the  Convention 
the  National  President  announced  a  Joint  Council  meeting  in  Na¬ 
tional  Headquarters  at  10:00  A.  M.  Friday. 


INSTALLATION 

Sister  Sarah  Ehrmann,  who  had  been  chosen  Installing  Officer 
was  escorted  to  the  President’s  Station  by  Sister  Edna  Ray  of 
Missouri.  Sister  Ehrmann  proceeded  with  the  installations,  assisted 
by  Sisters  Marie  Buhler,  Frances  Dorsey,  Edna  Ray  and  Etta 
Larned,  Conductors  and  color  bearers.  All  Past  National  Presi¬ 
dents  as  escorts,  preceded  Sister  Edwina  Trigg  with  the  President 
Elect,  Gladys  W.  Newton. 

Sister  Gertrude  Wall bridge  of  Rochester,  New  York,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  National  Secretary. 
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The  look  of  love  and  pride  on  Sister  Ehrmann’s  face  as  she  in¬ 
ducted  Sister  Newton  into  her  office,  will  long  be  remembered  by 
those  present. 

With  the  singing  of  “God  be  with  you  Till  we  Meet  Again”, 
followed  by  a  prayer,  National  President  Gladys  W.  Newton  de¬ 
clared  the  Fifty-sixth  National  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at 
the  call  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

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Report  of  National  President 

Indianapolis,  Indiana,  September  14,  1942 
To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Fifty-sixth  National  Convention 
Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

Dear  Sisters 

One  year  ago  at  the  Fifty-fifth  Convention  of  the  Ladies  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  the  Seventy-fifth  and  Diamond 
Jubilee  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  the  beautiful  city  of 
Columbus,  Ohio,  you  unanimously  elected  me  your  National  Presi¬ 
dent,  giving  into  my  hands  the  welfare  of  this  wonderful  Organi¬ 
zation. 

I  again  thank  you  for  the  honor  given  me  and  by  so  doing- 
giving  to  the  Department  of  Nebraska  its  first  National  President 
on  its  Golden  Jubilee. 

I  realized  that  with  the  honor  came  grave  responsibilities  and 
I  resolved  that  I  would  do  all  in  my  power  to  build  up  and  protect 
the  interests  of  this  Order. 

I  had  many  plans  in  mind,  but  with  the  assault  on  Pearl  Harbor 
things  were  changed  and  many  plans  had  to  be  discarded. 

I  have  tried  to  serve  you  faithfully  and  well  and  my  every 
act  has  been  for  the  best  good  of  the  Order.  I  have  tried  to  deal 
justly  and  fairly  with  all  and  with  sisterly  love  in  my  heart,  I 
prayed  “To  faithfully  perform  the  task 

Assigned  to  me  is  all  I  ask, 

Perfection’s  not  for  mortal  man; 

Just  let  me  do  the  best  I  can.” 

It  has  been  a  very  happy  year  for  me  and  though  I  have  not 
been  able  to  accomplish  all  that  I  hoped,  I  am  thankful  for  the 
privilege  of  having  served  as  your  National  President  and  trust 
that  in  some  way  I  have  helped  the  Organization.  I  had  hoped  for 
a  greater  increase  in  membership  but  do  sincerely  thank  all  who 
worked  so  hard  to  institute  new  Circles  and  increase  membership 
in  old  Circles. 

I  am  happy  to  report  new  Circles  and  six  Junior  Circles  with 
four  more  nearly  ready  for  instruction. 

To  Sister  Lillian  Clark  Cary,  National  Junior  Supervisor,  I 
cannot  find  words  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  splendid  and 
enthusiastic  work  you  have  given  early  and  late.  We  owe  to  her 
and  her  Department  supervisors  a  vote  of  thanks  for  their  labors. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Department  Presidents’  who 
have  worked  with  me  this  year,  for  their  splendid  cooperation, 
gracious  treatment  and  honor  paid  me  at  their  Convention,  for  the 
banquets,  flowers,  receptions  and  gifts  tendered  me,  but  more  than 
all  for  the  love,  loyalty  and  understanding  shown  me  everywhere. 

I  am  happy  to  welcome  you  today  to  the  Fifty-sixth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and 
hope  you  will  have  a  happy  time  and  find  much  of  interest  to  take 
back  to  your  Department,  that  will  help  the  growth  of  our  Order. 
Sister  Bessie  Hart  and  her  splendid  Committee  have  worked  very 
hard  and  surmounted  many  difficulties  to  give  you  a  splendid 
time.  To  them  I  give  my  heartfelt  thanks  and  appreciation,  for  I 
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know  how  very  hard  they  have  worked  for  this  Convention.  When 
I  was  here  with  the  Commander  in  Chief  to  make  arrangements  for 
this  Convention  it  was  thought  we  would  have  to  forego  many  of 
the  nice  things  accorded  us  at  Conventions,  but  our  valiant  Bessie 
and  her  Indiana  girls  jumped  in  and  worked  like  Trojans  and  this 
week  we  will  enjoy  all  of  the  happy  times  of  other  Conventions 
and  even  some  extra  surprises.  I  know  the  whole  Convention  joins 
me  in  saying  “Our  thanks  and  gratitude  Sister  Bessie  and  all  you 
Indiana  girls  for  a  wonderful  Convention. 

In  the  midst  of  our  joy  of  reunion  there  is  a  strain  of  sadness, 
for  some  who  were  with  us  last  year  have  answered  the  last  Roll 
Call  and  we  miss  these  dear  Sisters  and  Comrades,  but  they  are  not 
forgotten  and  are  not  far  away,  but  stand  by  us  yet.

There  are  roses  whose  perfume  still  lingers 
When  the  blossoms  are  faded  and  gone 
There  are  hearts  full  of  love  and  sweetness, 

When  no  longer  their  life  current  flows 
Still  their  goodness  lives  on  with  the  living, 

Like  the  soul  of  the  star  and  the  rose”. 

Upon  hearing  of  my  election,  my  office  associates  wired  me 
a  beautiful  lavender  Orchid,  hoping  that  I  wouid  wear  it  at  my 
Installation,  unfortunately  it  arrived  too  late  for  that,  but  the 
flower  and  the  beautiful  thought  made  me  very  happy  and  I  took 
it  back  to  Omaha  with  me  where  it  shed  its  radiance  over  my  home 
for  over  a  week. 

Upon  my  return  home  from  Columbus  I  received  many  con¬ 
gratulations  and  good  wishes  from  members  of  all  Patriotic  or¬ 
ganizations,  civjc  organizations,  business  associates  and  dear  friends. 

On  September,  28th  was  the  guest  of  Commander  Elmer  Cram, 
of  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans,  at  a  picnic  in  Fremont.  This  was 
my  first  official  appearance  and  I  was  warmly  welcomed  by  all. 
My  National  Secretary,  Lydia  Vasholz,  shared  honors  with  me. 

On  October  3rd  my  own  Circle,  Garfield  Circle  No.  11  held  a 
lovely  reception  for  me  with  representatives  from  all  allied  orders, 
the  American  Legion  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Received  many 
lovely  gifts  and  beautiful  flowers. 

On  October  7th  attended  a  party  of  the  U.  S.  Grant  Circle  of 
Lincoln;  was  presented  with  a  Lincoln  Historical  piate  and  beauti¬ 
ful  flowers. 

October  24th  attended  Fun  night  of  Fremont  Circle,  Sister 
Lydia’s  home  Circle. 

November  4th  was  guest  at  a  dinner  and  Circle  meeting  of 
Ben  Harrison  Circle,  Seward,  where  a  lovely  gift  and  flowers  were 
presented.  At  all  of  these  functions  I  had  the  pleasure  of  having 
my  faithful  Secretary  with  me  to  share  and  enjoy  the  honor  that 
had  come  to  our  State. 

November  19th  was  honor  guest  of  the  Women’s  Division  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  which  I  am  a  Charter  member,  re¬ 
ceived  beautiful  folwers  and  many  tributes  of  love  and  appreciation 
of  the  honor  that  had  come  to  me  and  to  my  City. 

December  12th  at  a  Christmas  Party  of  General  Custer  Circle 
of  Lincoln  was  greatly  honored  and  received  a  gift  of  a  hand  made 
quilt,  flowers  and  many  other  gifts. 
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With  Christmas  came  hundreds  cf  beautiful  cards  and  lovely 
gifts,  and  for  these  and  all  of  the  gracious  gestures  of  love  and 
kindness,  my  thanks  to  you,  dear  Sisters. 

On  January  13th  I  left  Omaha  for  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the 
Women’s  Patriotic  Conference  on  National  Defense.  On  the  way 
I  stopped  at  Pittsburgh  and  was  the  guest  of  Ila  Mae  Armstrong, 
President  of  the  Past  Presidents  Club.  Attended  their  luncheon, 
where  I  was  warmly  received  and  given  gifts  and  flowers.  Had  a 
short  visit  with  May  Slattery,  Past  National  Secretary  and  spent 
the  night  with  Past  National  President,  Frances  M.  Kuhns,  who  was 
recovering  from  a  severe  illness,  and  was  glad  to  find  her  im¬ 
proved  and  on  the  way  to  recovery.  I  was  happy  to  see  for  my¬ 
self  that  she  was  on  the  way  to  health  again,  as  we  had  been  much 
worried  about  her. 

Arrived  in  Washington  and  met  National  Treasurer  Gladys 
Newton  in  the  Station,  as  we  had  been  unable  to  obtain  rooms  in 
Hotel  Mayflower,  Headquarters  Hotel,  we  registered  at  the  Hotel 
Washington. 

The  Sessions  of  this  Conference  were  presided  over  by  the 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Charles  Newell  in  a  very  efficient  manner,  there 
were  736  delegates  and  our  Organization  had  15  members  in  at¬ 
tendance.  Your  National  President,  as  Fifth  Vice  Chairman,  had 
the  honor  of  introducing,  Lieut.  Colonel  Arthur  I.  Ennis.  United 
States  Air  Corp. 

The  Mass  meeting  on  Saturday  night  with  the  massing  of  the 
Colors  and  the  splendid  program  was  most  inspiring. 

The  pilgrimage  to  the  Tomb  of  the  Unknown  Soldier,  where 
the  Chairman  placed  a  wreath  for  all  participating  organizations 
was  something  to  remember  always. 

The  sessions  were  very  much  worthwhile  and  the  speakers 
came  with  a  real  message  and  held  a  very  real  significance  coming 
upon  the  heels  of  the  assault  of  Pearl  Harbor. 

The  Banquet,  on  Sunday  evening  was  a  truly  enjoyable  affair 
and  we  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  the  United  States  Marine 
Band. 

The  Department  of  the  Potomac  Convention  was  to  be  held 
the  following  week-end,  but  I  could  not  stay  in  Washington  that 
long  and  appointed  Margaret  H.  Worrell,  Legislative  Chairman  to 
represent  me. 

I  left  Washington  for  Florida  where  I  was  house  guest  of  Past 
National  President  Sarah  J.  Ehrman  and  she  and  her  good  hus¬ 
band  made  my  stay  in  Florida  very  enjoyable.  They  drove  me  to 
St.  Augustine,  Tampa,  St.  Cloud,  Kissemme,  where  I  called  on  the 
Presidents  and  Secretaries  of  Circles,  looked  over  their  books  and 
talked  with  them  about  their  Circles.  Was  sorry  not  to  be  able  to 
visit  St.  Petersburg,  but  as  I  knew  their  Circle  was  active  and  not 
being  able  to  stay  longer  in  Florida  left  for  home. 

Upon  arriving  home  I  wrote  each  member  of  the  Advisory 
Council  telling  of  conditions  in  the  Department  of  Florida  and  be¬ 
cause  from  the  books  and  information  given  me  by  the  officers  of 
the  Circles  could  not  find  three  live  Circles  I  ask  permission  to 
raise  the  Department  Charter  and  put  St.  Petersburg  Circle,  the 
only  live  Circle,  under  National  Jurisdiction  until  they  would  again 
have  three  Circles  in  good  standing.  Our  Rules  and  Regulations 
state  that  a  Circle  must  have  ten  members,  in  good  standing,  they 
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must  hold  one  meeting  a  month  and  there  must  be  three  such  Circles 
to  make  up  a  Department.  The  majority  concurred  with  my  re¬ 
quest  but  because  there  were  some  in  the.  Council  who  thought 
differently  I  decided  to  let  it  rest  until  the  National  Convention 
when  it  could  be  taken  up  with  the  entire  Body. 

In  the  meantime  a  Circle  of  25  women  was  formed  and  1 
issued  a  Charter  to  Nancy  Hanks  Circle  under  National  Jurisdiction, 
pending  action  by  the  Convention. 

Now  Sisters,  no  National  President  wants  to  lose  a  Department, 
Circle  or  even  a  single  member,  and  some  have  taken  issue  with 
me  on  my  action,  but  I  made  my  decision  upon  the  information  I 
had  at  first  hand  and  with  only  the  thought  in  mind  to  adhere  to 
the  ruling  of  the  Order  and  for  the  best  good  of  all  concerned. 

Having  made  my  report  on  the  findings  it  now  rests  with  the 
Convention. 

A  few  days  after  my  return,  received  word  that  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  desired  the  National  Presidents  to  meet  with  him  in  Indian¬ 
apolis  to  make  arrangements  for  the  National  Convention.  Arrived 
in  Indianapolis  February  4th  and  was  met  by  National  Counselor 
Nellie  Stammel  and  Bessie  Hart,  Chairman  of  Arrangements.  They 
took  me  to  the  Claypool  Hotel,  which  was  headquarters  for  the 
Committee.  After  Committee  meetings  arrangements  were  made 
for  our  Convention.  I  chose  Hotel  Lincoln  as  Headquarters  for 
the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  hope  it  will  be 
satisfactory  to  all.  A  luncheon  was  given  us  by  the  Convention 
Bureau  and  a  lovely  Banquet  by  the  Indiana  Sisters. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  a  luncheon  and  Circle  meeting 
of  T.  W.  Bennett  Circle  No.  23  with  Past  National  Presidents  Cora 
Rowling,  Edwina  P.  Trigg  and  Nellie  Stammel.  Returned  home, 
attending  to  much  correspondence  until  April  when  I  started  on 
my  long  trip. 

I  wish  that  I  might  tell  of  all  of  the  Conventions,  of  the  fine 
reports,  wonderful  meetings,  of  the  Defense  work  already  accomp¬ 
lished,  of  the  Banquets  and  receptions,  that  you  might  travel  along 
with  me,  that  you  might  enjoy  with  me  all  of  the  kindness,  love  and 
loyalty  shown  your  National  President.  I  ^ish  that  I  might  tell 
every  detail  of  each  Convention,  that  I  might  express  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  each  Department  individually,  but  as  we  must  conserve  on 
paper  and  printing  in  the  Proceedings  I  will  just  touch  upon  the 
Conventions  I  attended. 

Easter  Sunday  evening,  April  5,  1942  I  left  for  Boston,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  where  a  fine  Convention  was  presided  over  by  Alice  Har¬ 
wood,  Department  President. 

The  Commander-in-Chief,  with  his  comrades  and  the  heads  of 
all  allied  organizations  were  the  guests  of  Mayor  Maurice  Tobin,  of 
Boston  at  a  lovely  luncheon,  where  he  presented  the  women  guests 
with  corsages  and  the  men  with  smokes.  We  were  grateful  to. 
Mayor  Tobin  not  only  for  the  courtesies  shown  us  but  for  the 
understanding  and  deference  shown  the  Commander-in-Chief  and 
his  comrades.  I  was  happy  to  find  our  Past  National  Registrar, 
Theo  Redfern  at  the  Boston  Convention  and  she  traveled  with  me 
to  Concord  and  then  on  to  Rhode  Island. 

From  Boston  we  journied  to  Concord,  New  Hampshire  where 
the  Convention  was  ably  led  by  Department  President  Myrtie 
Cockran,  then  on  to  Providence,  Rhode  Island  where  I  was  house 
guest  of  Mary  See,  Past  Department  President,  for  several  days 
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and  then  guest  of  the  Department  during  the  Convention  which  was 
conducted  in  a  fine  manner  by  Mildred  Bridge.  Her  Department  is 
to  be  complimented  on  their  splendid  patriotic  work.  Presenting 
27  Flags. 

Left  Rhode  Island  for  New  York,  where  our  National  Patriotic 
Instructor  took  me  in  charge  and  gave  me  a  most  wonderful  time 
during  my  stay. 

Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Past  Presidents  Club,  of  which 
Sitter  Marie  Buhler  is  President  and  enjoyed  it  so  much.  In  the 
evening  attended  a  meeting  of  Lincoln  Circle  No.  2.  So  much  I 
would  like  to  tell  you  of  my  visit  but  time  will  not  permit. 

Left  New  York  for  Charleston,  West  Virginia  and  was  met  by 
my  National  Treasurer,  Gladys  W.  Newton,  who  took  me  to  her 
castle  on  the  Hill.  Left  the  next  morning  for  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
to  attend  their  Conventions.  Was  most  graciously  received  and 
both  Departments  held  interesting  Conventions. 

Elizabeth  Cain,  President  of  Dept.  No.  2,  who  had  gotten  up 
from  a  sick  bed  to  preside  at  her  Convention,  carried  on  like  a 
good  soldier  and  finished  her  Convention  in  a  very  able  manner. 
I  am  sorry  to  report  that  she  went  to  her  home  after  the  Conven¬ 
tion  closed  and  never  left  it  until  she  answered  the  summons  from 
on  High,  two  months  later.  We  shall  miss  Sister  Cain  but  her  life 
will  be  an  inspiration  to  us. 

Department  No.  1  held  a  fine  Convention,  led  by  Department 
President,  Mildred  Puckett.  I  was  sorry  not  to  be  able  to  spend 
more  time  with  them  but  as  both  were  holding  their  Convention  at 
the  same  time,  had  to  divide  my  time.  This  Department  has  paid 
all  assessments  in  full  to  National  and  are  doing  splendid  work. 

Sister  Mary  Williams  took  me  for  some  lovely  drives  over  the 
City  and  told  me  of  the  fine  work  they  are  doing  in  the  U  S  0 
work  for  the  boys. 

Returned  to  Charleton  and  was  the  guest  of  Gladys  Newton 
and  her  fine  husband,  John  Newton.  We  went  over  her  reports 
and  finances  and  I  wrote  a  General  Order  and  caught  up  on  cor¬ 
respondence  and  rested  for  my  journey. 

From  Charleston  went  to  Kansas  City  and  was  the  guest  of 
Edwina  P.  Trigg,  Editor  of  the  Bugle  Call,  and  we  went  over  the 
mailing  list  and  other  business  of  the  paper.  And  I  learned  more 
of  the  details  of  putting  out  our  paper.  In  company  with  Past 
National  Presidents  Josephine  Mahar  and  Margaret  Grandle  was 
taken  by  Sister  Trigg  to  Excelsior  Springs  where  the  Missouri  Con¬ 
vention  was  held,  at  the  Elms  Hotel.  This  was  a  splendid  Conven¬ 
tion  and  they  are  working  hard  to  increase  their  membership,  led 
by  Department  President,  Bird  Bennett. 

From  Missouri  went  to  Ponca  City,  where  the  Oklahoma  Con¬ 
vention  was  held.

This  De¬ 
partment  is  doing  exceptional  work  in  National  Defense  work. 
While  there,  was  taken  to  see  the  monument  to  Pioneer  Woman. 

From  Oklahoma  traveled  on  to  California.  Arrived  in  Holly¬ 
wood  to  be  met  by  Sister  Catherine  Schroeder,  Assistant  Press  Cor¬ 
respondent,  and  other  sisters  and  received  a  real  California  wel¬ 
come.  Here  also  was  my  own  dear  sister  and  my  nephew,  whom  I 
had  not  seen  for  eight  years. 
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A  beautiful  Convention,  presided  over  by  Department  Presi¬ 
dent  Nettie  Sherred.  Here  I  was  happy  to  meet  Past  National 
Presidents  Carrie  Sherriff,  Clara  N.  Sawyer,  Eva  J.  French  and 
Past  National  Secretary  Josie  Slicker.  And  here  my  sister,  Mrs. 
Marguerite  Pryor  was  presented  to  the  Convention  and  given  a 
seat  with  me  on  the  platform.  This  kindly  gesture  made  me  very 
happy  indeed.  A  group  of  former  Nebraska  sisters  came  forward 
and  presented  me  a  gift  and  flowers  and  sang  a  song  for  me. 

From  this  Convention  I  went  to  my  sisters  home  in  Delano, 
where  I  saw  my  other  nephew  and  my  niece  and  brother-in-law. 

Could  only  stay  here  a  few  days  and  then  I  was  on  my  way 
to  Portland,  Oregon.  I  was  met  by  Kittye  Dunn,  the  new  Depart¬ 
ment  President,  Nellie  Cooper,  Retiring  President,  Past  Department 
Presidents,  Rose  Garrison  and  Rose  Stewart.  Their  Convention 
had  closed  a  few  days  before  but  they  gave  me  a  hearty  welcome 
and  did  everything  to  make  my  stay  in  Oregon  pleasant,  and  I 
was  very  happy  to  meet  with  these  sisters.

Camden,  New  Jersey,  Sept.,  12,  1942

of  the  Republic. 

Dear  Sisters:

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  who  have  notified  me  of  these 
misfortunes  that  I  might  send  words  of  comfort  to  these  sisters,  for 
only  by  this  cooperation  and  our  splendid  paper  “The  Bugle  Call” 
could  this  contact  be  made.  To  any  members  who  have  not  re¬ 
ceived  cards  or  letters  I  wish  to  assure  you  it  was  not  intentional. 
If  members  would  realize  the  importance  of  notifying  the  National 
Chaplain  of  sorrow  and  illness,  much  more  work  could  be  accomp¬ 
lished  and  no  one  would  be  overlooked.  In  line  with  this  duty  I 
have  written  one  hundred  twenty-three  letters  and  one  hundred  sixty- 
two  cards.  Have  also  written  many  letters  and  cards  to  Department 
Presidents  and  Chaplains  trying  to  have  a  full  and  complete  re¬ 
port  to  present. 
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There  is  much  confusion  in  reports  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Circle  report  cards  differ  from  the  Department  blanks.  Several 
Department  Chaplains  have  written  me  regarding  this,  saying  that 
they  could  not  make  a  correct  report. 

That  the  Reports  may  be  made  more  accurate,  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  that  Report  blanks  from  Circles  and  Departments  be  made 
uniform.

REPORT  OF  NATIONAL  PATRIOTIC  INSTRUCTOR 

Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Sept.  16,  1942 

To  the  National  President,  Ethelyn  P.  Smith — Officers  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Fifty-Sixth  National  Convention,  Ladies  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic — Greetings! 

Having  been  honored  to  act  as  the  National  Patriotic  Instructor 
of  our  glorious  Organization  for  the  past  year,  I  herewith  tender 
my  report. 

When  elected  to  this  high  and  important  office,  I  had  great 
ambitions  as  to  the  great  work  I  would  accomplish,  to  bring  honor 
and  greater  recognition  to  our  beloved  Order.  However,  as  al¬ 
ways,  “Man  proposes  and  God  disposes”.  Before  I  could  even  start 
on  the  plans  formulated,  we  were  immersed  in  this  world-wide  war, 
and  the  ideas  I  had,  had  to  be  dropped,  and  every  effort  made 
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to  further  the  Country’s  urgent  needs.  As  a  good  soldier,  I  stood 
at  attention,  forgot  my  ideals,  and  awaited  orders.  I  feel  that  our 
organization,  according  to  reports  received  from  the  various  States, 
has  measured  up  to  its  heritage,  for  it  has  done,  is  still  doing,  and 
will  always  do,  whatever  possible,  in  the  preservation  of  all  that 
has  been  so  inately  enshrined  in  our  hearts  and  minds,  by  our 
heroic  fathers,  who  faltered  not,  to  save  this  Union.

REPORT  EDITOR  OF  THE  BUGLE  CALL 

September  15,  1942 

To  Ethelyn  P.  Smith,  National  President,  Officers  and  Members  of 

the  56th  National  Convention: 

“Isn’t  it  strange  that  princes  and  kings, 

And  clowns  that  play  in  the  sawdust  rings, 

And  common  folk  like  you  and  me 
Are  builders  of  Eternity? 

Each  is  given  a  bag  of  tools 

A  shapeless  mass,  and  a  book  of  rules; 

And  each  must  fashion  e’er  this  life  is  flown 
A  stumbling  block  or  a  stepping  stone.” 

The  laws  of  life  are  made,  for  us  living  in  this  world,  so  that 
our  achievements  and  our  associations  may  make  for  a  better 
world,  here.  We  do  not  live  to  ourselves,  alone,  and  if  we  attain 
any  degree  of  success,  we  are  beholding  to  our  associates.  Our 
attitude  toward  our  associates  and  friends,  and  our  outlook  on  life 
help  us  to  build  up  with  construction  a  stepping  stone  for  others, 
or  make  a  stumbling  block  for  the  destruction  of  our  purposes. 

Last  year  when  I  was  elected  Editor  of  the  Bugle  Call,  I  suc¬ 
ceeded  a  most  able  person,  our  Past  National  President,  Wynnye 
G.  Williamson,  who  was  familiar  with  every  phase  of  newspaper 
work,  and  carried  this  work  with  credit  during  her  four  years  of 
Editorship. 

In  getting  out  this  magazine,  the  Editor  does  not  only  compile 
the  news  sent  in  for  publication  and  keep  in  touch  with  the  582 
circles  in  our  organization,  but  we  deal  with  the  United  States 
Government  when  we  put  our  Bugle  Call  through  the  mails.  In 
this  work  we  are  linked  with  the  U.  S.  Government  in  the  Postal 
Department,  where  everything  is  being  done  to  perfect  the  sys¬ 
tem,  and  we  must  comply  with  regulations  in  the  strictest  sense.  I 
was  employed  in  the  Postal  Department  of  our  Government  for 
several  years,  and  for  20  years  after  I  left  the  Department,  I  took 
the  Civil  Service  examination  each  year  for  the  education  it  offered; 
but,  a  lapse  of  a  few  years  without  this  test  shows  how  rapidly 
time  moves  away,  when  one  does  not  keep  step;  and,  unless  we  stop 
and  look  back  with  a  conservative  view  and  an  intelligent  attitude, 
we  do  not  realize  this. 

At  this  time,  as  in  1934,  when  I  took  over  the  Bugle  Call 
when  Sister  Lillian  Clark  Cary,  Past  National  President  and  Editor, 
was  stricken,  I  found  that  it  was  not  the  editing  of  the  paper  that 
caused  our  difficulties,  but  the  mailing  list.  Then,  there  were  a 
few  over  3,000  subscribers,  now  we  have  19,000.  Our  Postal  Laws 
require  the  payment  of  2  cents  for  each  paper  not  delivered,  for 
insufficient  address.  Postal  statistics  show  that  an  average  of  2% 
of  any  mailing  list,  for  change  of  address,  is  the  general  rule,  even 
when  in  a  perfect  KEY  SYSTEM.  With  19,000  names,  it  is  a  huge 
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and  almost  an  impossible  task  to  correct  addresses  of  members 
when  not  in  alphabetical  order  and  with  nothing  to  identify  them. 
Large  cities  have  hundreds  of  small  stations  around  them,  and 
when  all  mails  must  go  through  the  main  office,  we  may  hunt  for 
days  and  even  weeks  to  locate  a  name  when  the  address  is  not 
given. 

Last  fall  when  I  returned  from  the  National  Convention  and 
had  a  chance  to  go  over  the  mailing  list  trying  to  find  some  names 
that  had  been  given  me,  I  found  that  our  only  chance  for  any 
system  was  to  get  the  correct  names  and  addresses  from  our  circles. 
A  letter  went  out  to  the  Department  Presidents  asking  for  these 
corrected  lists  that  a  check  could  be  made  for  errors  which  might 
be  on  our  mailing  list.  A  KEY  SYSTEM  could  not  be  established 
until  these  lists  were  secured  and  all  names  given  numbers  to 
identify  them.  This  is  in  accordance  with  Government  regulations 
that  all  second  class  periodicals  be  in  a  KEY  SYSTEM  for  better 
handling. 

When  we  made  request  for  National  Advertising,  the  Adver¬ 
tising  Agents  would  not  even  look  at  our  list  without  the  KEY 
SYSTEM  when  they  had  to  pay  for  it;  for  they  could  not  put  our 
list  in  the  hands  of  their  inspectors  to  determine  its  authenticity, 
when  we  did  not  have  a  file  from  which  to  check.  They  refused 
to  bother  with  it. 

The  Departments  were  kind  in  their  cooperation,  except  a  few 
who  refused  to  give  their  lists;  but  that  did  not  bother  us,  for  we 
knew  enough  in  each  department  and  in  the  circles  to  go  around 
this  objection.  This  caused  much  unnecessary  writing,  but  we  have 
a  sign  in  our  office  which  reads,  ‘‘DON’T  FORGET  TO  SMILE”, 
and  it  is  still  working  after  the  year  is  passed,  for  it  has  helped  so 
much. 

I  have  always  said  that  one  person  could  not  do  the  work  of 
the  Bugle  Call,  for  there  are  not  enough  hours  in  the  day,  or  days 
in  the  week,  unless  the  mailing  list  is  in  a  KEY  SYSTEM.  Even 
then,  it  would  require  all  the  time  of  one  person  to  keep  it  up  to 
date.  Therefore,  I  am  grateful  to  our  National  President  for  the 
appointment  of  Edna  M.  Ray  of  Missouri  to  assist  me  in  this 
work.  She  is  interested,  faithful  to  her  duties  and  has  learned  so 
quickly  the  system  we  have  established.  We  do  work  hard,  but 
there  is  something  that  makes  any  task  pleasant,  and  that  is  our 
own  attitude  toward  our  work. 

In  our  office  there  are  files  which  contain  the  names  and  ad¬ 
dresses  of  all  circle  members  who  have  sent  their  lists,  so  that  we 
know,  or  could  know  in  a  very  few  minutes  any  name  and  address 
of  a  member  in  any  department.  We  have  copied  at  least  12,000 
to  15,000  names  for  these  files,  which  were  made  in  duplicate,  one 
for  the  printer,  so  that  any  reference  made  to  any  error  can  be 
easily  located.  Over  300  galleys  of  typed  names  are  handled  in 
dealing  with  over  1,500  cities.  Hundreds  of  cards  come  from 
Post  offices  in  these  cities  when  a  paper  cannot  be  delivered,  on 
which  we  have  to  pay  2  cents;  but  these  are  being  lessened  with 
this  KEY  SYSTEM. 

We  have  a  Postal  Guide,  with  supplements  which  come  each 
month  with  changes,  or  establishing  of  new  offices,  so  there  is  no 
need  for  confusion  about  cities  or  where  located  when  this  Guide 
is  at  hand. 

We  have  probably  done  more  work  on  research,  writing  let¬ 
ters  to  clear  lists,  and  answering  questions  from  the  different  cir¬ 
cles  and  departments,  than  editing  the  paper;  but  without  this 
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correct  mailing  list  our  paper  would  be  of  little  value.  Corres¬ 
pondence  plays  a  great  part  for  hundreds  of  letters  are  received 
and  answered  each  week. 

Because  of  the  postage  expense,  cards  were  obtained,  and  all 
year  these  have  been  used;  and,  instead  of  3  cents  only  1  cent  is 
necessary  to  answer  most  of  the  correspondence.  This  is  a  great 
saving  for  Postal  Cards  are  first  class,  will  be  forwarded,  and  are 
handled  as  letters. 

When  the  paper  shortage  was  reported,  there  was  some  con¬ 
fusion  for  all  were  afraid  that  many  suspensions  would  come  in  the 
magazine  and  newspaper  fields,  but  it  was  soon  found  that  it  was 
not  so  much  the  paper  itself,  but  the  credit  of  those  firms  who 
bought  in  futures  which  is  more  or  less  of  a  gamble  with  those  who 
cannot  pay  cash. 

Everything  has  taken  on  the  War  atmosphere,  and  whether  we 
like  it  or  not,  orders  sent  out  from  the  different  divisions  of  the 
Government  must  be  obeyed.  We  do  not  ask  “WHY”,  we  do  as  we 
are  told,  like  ail  good  soldiers.  If  you  think  our  National  President 
has  not  had  a  difficult  time,  one  should  have  followed  her  in  her 
efforts  to  keep  everything  going  at  normal  pace  for  any  change  is 
confusing  and  she  has  had  to  “about  face”  many  times. 

As  the  recruiting  of  our  armed  forces  grew  and  the  handling 
of  mail  took  on  large  proportions,  the  Office .  of  Defense  Transpor¬ 
tation  issued  the  order  to  all  publications  to  reduce  their  issues. 
Our  National  President  had  no  alternative  but  to  comply  with  what¬ 
ever  was  best  for  us  and  to  do  her  part  to  keep  step.  So  applica¬ 
tion  was  made  to  make  our  Bugle  Call  a  BI-MONTHLY  paper  in¬ 
stead  of  a  monthly  paper  in  going  through  the  mails.  This  was 
accepted  by  the  Postal  Department,  and  on  May  1st  the  Bugle  Call 
was  changed  in  its  issues.  The  May-June  issues  was  the  first  of 
this  change,  and  a  copy  was  sent  for  the  files  of  the  Postal  De¬ 
partment  and  the  Library  of  Congress  in  Washington,  for  record. 

In  reducing  our  issues,  in  our  effort  to  cooperate,  the  Postal 
Department  urged  us  to  keep  our  paper,  and  not  think  of  re¬ 
linquishing  our  second  class  privilege,  for  no  Copyrights  or  Trade¬ 
marks  were  being  issued,  because  of  the  increased  burden  on  the 
mailing  service.  We  issued  our  paper  for  21  years  before  it  be¬ 
came  necessary  to  protect  our  name.  The  Trademark  for  our 
name  was  issued  to  us  as  a  second  class  privilege  for  20  years; 
failure  on  our  part  to  comply  with  the  Postal  Laws  would  forfeit 
our  right  to  this  privilege.  This  would  not  only  bring  discredit  on 
our  name  but  brand  the  name  of  those  who  gave  us  this  name  as 
our  heritage.  This  Trademark,  the  original,  is  in  the  Patent  Bureau 
in  Washington,  where  it  takes  a  lot  of  red  tape  to  enter;  but  it  is 
secured  there  for  us.  We,  as  patriotic  women  would  not  want  to 
do  anything  that  would  bring  the  faintest  reflection  on  this  name. 

I  want  to  make  it  clear  that  ONLY  ONE  LIST  is  asked  of 
the  circles;  and  when  once  sent,  only  notice  of  the  death,  transfer 
or  dropped  members,  and  those  who  have  moved — with  old  and  new 
addresses,  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  keep  our  lists  in  order  and  up 
to  date. 

As  a  whole  we  have  had  fine  letters  from  everyone,  but  in  a 
few  cases  folks  have  seemed  to  want  to  get  mad,  but  that  has  not 
greatly  worried  us,  for  there  never  was  a  question  that  could  not 
be  solved  in  some  way  if  we  take  the  right  attitude,  and  know  that 
each  has  the  right  to  her  own  opinion  so  long  as  she  gives  others 
the  same  right,  with  the  thought  of  cooperation  any  problem  may  be 
solved. 
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Those  outside  of  our  Order  like  our  Bugle  Call,  for  many  let¬ 
ters  have  come  with  favorable  comment;  other  letters  have  come 
from  our  older  members  and  some  who  are  invalids,  who  “do  love 
our  paper”. 

$88.26  has  been  sent  to  our  office  for  subscriptions,  and  this 
in  turn  has  been  sent  to  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer. 

Sister  Ethelyn,  my  National  President:  I  have  enjoyed  my 
work  with  you  this  year,  for  you  have  been  very  kind  and  con¬ 
siderate.  When  it  seemed,  almost,  an  impossible  task  with  things 
in  this  office  at  the  start,  your  fine  attitude  in  all  things,  your 
executive  ability  gave  great  encouragement  and  helped  so  much  in 
working  out  the  many  things  which  faced  us.  This  splendid  under¬ 
standing  has  made  our  friendship  something  very  sincere,  and  will 
be  for  me  a  treasured  part  of  my  work  in  this  Order.  Thanks  for 
your  appointment  as  your  representative  at  the  Michigan  conven¬ 
tion.  It  was  such  an  enjoyable  privilege  to  meet  again  those  I 
have  known  so  well,  and  spend  a  few  days  with  them.  I  hope  it 
was  as  much  help  to  them  as  it  was  a  pleasure  to  me. 

I  never  see  fine  cooperation,  but  what  I  feel  that  any  group 
cannot  help  but  be  successful  when  this  is  practiced  by  its  officers. 

I  do  appreciate  your  prompt  and  accurate  assistance,  Sister 
Gladys,  and  your  sweet  ways,  in  dealing  with  problems  that  face 
you  and  those  associated  with  you.

REPORT  OF  NATIONAL  REGISTRAR 

2421 — Fourth  Avenue, 
September  14,  1942 

To  Sister  Ethelyn  P.  Smith,  National  President,  Officers  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  assembled 
at  the  Fifty-Sixth  Convention  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Sept. 
13th  to  17th,  your  National  Registrar  takes  pleasure  in  sub¬ 
mitting  her  report: 

Dear  Sisters: 

On  my  way  home  from  the  Convention  last  year  Sister  Frances 
and  Sister  Pearl  presented  me  with  a  bronze  pilot  wheel,  now  Lillie 
you  will  have  to  put  your  shoulder  to  the  wheel,  and  upon  receipt 
of  the  cabinet  and  the  6  cartons  of  old  records  still  to  be  typed  on 
cards,  I  found  that  was  exactly  what  I  had  to  do. 

I  wish  every  Sister  could  see  the  cabinet  with  its  thousands  of 
typed  cards,  and  each  Department’s  records  neatly  filed,  so  they 
could  appreciate  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  Sister  Redfern 
has  put  into  this  work  during  her  time  as  Registrar.  I  was  amazed. 
Was  so  glad  our  National  President  had  an  opportunity  to  visit  our 
home  and  see  the  cabinet  and  work  it  contained.  Also  Sadie  Mae. 

It  is  interesting  work  and  would  be  a  pleasure  if  all  the 
records  came  as  complete  as  they  should,  but  it  is  such  a  waste  of 
time  and  postage  to  have  to  return  them  for  missing  information. 
I  know,  and  you  know,  that  Sister  Redfern  has  impressed  upon  all 
the  Circles  the  necessity  of  sending  in  complete  records,  yet  so 
many  cards  come  in  without  the  branch  of  service  on,  which  is 
most  important.  If  each  president  would  see  that  the  records  were 
complete  before  initiating  a  member,  I  think  it  would  be  a  great 
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help.  We  are  always  so  anxious  to  gain  new  members  and  if  the 
member  is  taken  in  without  the  complete  eligibility,  the  chances 
are  the  committee  will  not  bother  about  getting  any  missing  in¬ 
formation.

The  Department  Registrars  have  asked  me  how  they  can  get 
the  Circles  to  report  regularly  as  they  should,  and  some  never 
report.  The  Department  of  New  York  have  adopted  a  merit  sys¬ 
tem  for  their  Registrars  this  year  and  it  seems  as  though  it  is  a 
splendid  idea,  and  might  well  be  copied  by  other  Departments, 
give  them  a  goal  to  work  for,  and  a  prize,  and  it  may  solve,  or  help 
to  solve  this  great  problem. 

Most  of  the  Department  Registrars  have  worked  very  hard  this 
year  in  clearing  up  a  number  of  old  records  and  in  sending  in  new 
ones,  and  would  like  to  extend  to  them  my  heartfelt  appreciation 
for  their  co-operation  and  efforts.  Was  so  sorry  to  learn  Ollie 
Berkemeier  of  Ohio  had  to  give  up  on  account  of  her  health,  as 
she  has  done  splendid  work  in  that  Department,  and  should  be  com¬ 
mended.  Also  Kansas,  Margaret  Cook  of  California  and  Nevada, 
Ann  Siemers  of  Wisconsin,  Ethel  Turner  of  West  Point,  Indiana 
and  many  others  who  have  worked  diligently  on  old  records  to 
bring  their  Department  up  100%.  It  is  very  discouraging  when  the 
Circle  Registrars  do  not  do  their  part.  Some  say  that  they  do  not 
know  what  their  duties  are,  and  a  list  of  helps  on  registration  have 
-been  sent  them.  They  should  send  in  their  reports  once  a  month 
according  to  Rules  and  Regulations,  but  some  wait  until  time  for 
Convention  and  some  do  not  send  in  a  report  at  all,  so  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  get  a  really  correct  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  HISTORIAN 

To  the  National  President,  Ethelyn  P.  Smith  and  to  all  Officers  and 

Members  of  the  Fifty-Sixth  National  Convention,  meeting  in 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  13-17,  1942: 

GREETING: 

The  following  report  covers  the  work  for  the  Third  Year,  for 
Circle  and  Department  Historians  and  it  also  covers  briefly  the 
most  interesting  and  important  activities  of  the  National  Body  for 
the  first  five  years  of  its  organization. 

In  my  first  and  second  report  to  the  National  Convention  I 
briefly  covered  the  high  points  of  interest  which  carried  our  Order 
through  the  Years  of  1886-1887-1888,  under  the  leadership  of  Sister 
Laura  McNeir  as  National  President.  As  I  connect  the  activities 
engaged  in  during  the  years  of  1889,  1890,  1891  it  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  me  to  “back-track”  occasionally  into  prior  years  already 
covered,  in  order  that  I  may  keep  the  sequence  of  events  regular. 

An  interesting  report  was  made  by  the  National  President, 
Sister  Laura  B.  Sawyer  of  Pa.,  at  the  Third  National  Convention 
held  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  August  27,  18.89.  Sister  Sawyer  reported 
that  she  had  issued  a  special  letter  to  the  several  departments  urg¬ 
ing  the  members  to  respond  liberally  with  money  and  clothing  to 
the  flood  sufferers  in  the  Connenaugh  Valley  in  Pennsylvania;  this 
flood  is  historically  named  the  “Johnstown  Flood”  of  1.889.  She 
reported  that  this  appeal  was  responded  to  generously  by  the  de¬ 
partments  of  Kansas,  New  Jersey,  California,  Illinois,  Iowa  and 
Penna.,  and  an  amount  of  money  totaling  $148.75  was  received  and 
turned  over  to  the  Department  Treasurer  of  Penna.,  and  to  Com¬ 
mander  Luther  and  Comrade  Keller  of  the  G.A.R.  Post  No.  30  at 
Johnstown  for  distribution  among  the  suffering  comrades  and  their 
families. 

In  the  early  years  of  this  Order  the  big  work  undertaken  by 
the  Circles  was  relief  work  among  the  Comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  and  their  families.  The  veterans  were  not 
receiving  pensions — at  least  not  many  of  them — and  the  need  for 
assisting  them  was  great.  We  find  the  History  full  of  this  kind  of 
work  engaged  in  by  our  members. 

During  Sister  Laura  Sawyer’s  year  as  National  President,  the 
Secretary,  Henrietta  Gerwig,  reported  that  the  Circles  contributed 
$1,224.94  for  aid  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  She  reports 
further  that  this  amount  came  from  the  31  Circles  with  a  member¬ 
ship  of  1,689.  Relief  was  given  to  Circle  members  and  Comrades 
totaling  $5,877.01. 

Sister  Sawyer  made  the  following  appeal  to  the  National  Con¬ 
vention  in  session:  “Let  us  ever  keep  in  mind  the  wants  of  our 
brave  veterans  in  Soldier’s  Homes  and  relieve,  to  the  extent  of  our 
abilities,  those  wants;  also  to  encourage  every  effort  being  made 
in  different  States  at  present,  to  establish  Homes  for  the  Widows, 
Wives  and  Mothers  of  our  Nation’s  Heroes”. 

12  new  Circles  were  instituted  during  the  Years  of  1889-90  in 
States  under  National  Jurisdiction  as  follows:  three  in  Ohio;  two 
in  Iowa;  one  in  Walla-Walla,  Washington  Territory;  two  in  Ken¬ 
tucky;  two  in  Arkansas;  one  in  Nebraska.  (The  names  of  these 
Circles  are  reported  in  the  National  Secretary’s  report) . 

The  FOURTH  NATIONAL  CONVENTION  was  held  in  Boston, 
Mass.,  August  12,  1890,  with  Sister  Frances  N.  Wood  of  Kansas,

National  President  presiding.  She  reported  that  two  new  Depart¬ 
ments  had  been  formed — Iowa,  March  11,  1890  and  Ohio,  June  11, 
1890,  also  that  24  Circles  were  added  under  National  Jurisdiction 
in  the  following  States :  two  in  Ky. ;  two  in  Ark. ;  three  in  Ohio ; 
three  in  Iowa;  one  in  Wis.;  two  in  R.  I.;  two  in  Mass.;  two  in 
Indiana;  three  in  N.  Y. ;  two  in  Indian  Territory;  one  in  Minn.; 
and  one^in  Mo. 

Sister  Frances  N.  Wood,  National  President,  reported  that  an 
effort  had  been  made  during  the  previous  year  by  Sister  Laura  B. 
Sawyer,  then  National  President  to  bring  the  Woman’s  State  Re¬ 
lief  Corps  of  Maine  into  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public,  since  their  requirements  for  eligibility  were  the  same  as  our 
Order.  Sister  Wood  reported  that  the  invitation  extended  to  the 
W.S.R.C.  of  Maine  had  not  been  accepted,  but  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  consolidation  of  the  two  Orders  might  be  made  in  the  near 
future.  On  motion  of  Henrietta  Gerwig,  of  Pa.,  that  the  Council 
of  Administration  of  the  Women’s  State  Relief  Corps  of  Maine  and 
the  Ladies  of  the  G.A.R.  confer  and  unite  on  a  pass-word  or  some 
system  that  will  permit  the  organizations  to  visit  each  other.  Motion 
prevailed. 

The  question  of  incorporating  was  also  proposed  in  1890 — A 
motion  prevailed  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  investigate  this 
matter  in  regard  to  Charter.  Frances  N.  Wood,  National  Presi¬ 
dent  was  chosen  with  the  privilege  accorded  her  of  choosing  two 
additional  members;  she  chose  Laura  McNeir  and  Laura  B.  Sawyer. 

A  motion  prevailed  for  Departments  at  their  next  annual  Con¬ 
vention  to  take  under  consideration  the  acceptance  of  a  Charter 
eminating  from  the  National,  signifying  their  willingness  to  accept 
same  or  not. 

At  this  Fourth  National  Convention  of  1890,  Sister  Carrie  V. 
Sherriff,  Department  President  of  Penn.,  reports  as  follows:  “In 
Pennsylvania  we  are  striving  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  make  the 
mother  and  wife  of  the  deceased  soldier  comfortable  by  providing 
a  home  for  her,  and  after  many  anxious  hours  we  have  found  a 
beautiful  home  located  a  few  miles  from  Pittsburgh.  It  consists  of 
two  acres  of  ground,  beautiful  with  evergreens,  young  fruit  trees 
and  quite  a  variety  of  plants  and  flowers.  A  good  brick  house  con¬ 
sisting  of  ten  rooms,  natural  gas  and  splendid  water  and  it  is,  to 
say  the  least,  quite  a  monument  to  our  organization”. 

The  National  Secretary,  Sister  Lucy  A.  Milligan  of  Topeka, 
Kansas  stated  in  her  report  at  this  meeting  the  following  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Penn.  Home:  “The  magnificent  work  of  our  Penn¬ 
sylvania  sisters  should  be  to  us  a  source  of  pride  and  emulation, 
their  total  relief  footing  up  to  $4,392.75.  With  a  little  over  one- 
third  the  membership  they  have  contributed  two-thirds  of  the  relief 
and  this  does  not  include  $245.47  contributed  to  that  noble  charity 
their  "Ladies  Home”. 

Reports  from  each  Department  President  brought  valuable  in¬ 
formation  showing  growth  of  Circles  and  enlarged  activities  for  re¬ 
lief  and  patriotic  work. 

The  FIFTH  NATIONAL  CONVENTION,  met  in  Detroit,  Mich., 
August  5-6th-7th,  1891  with  Sister  Catherine  E.  Hirst  of  Ky.,  pre¬ 
siding.  She  reported  that  the  National  Order  was  now  composed  of 
198  Circles  with  a  membership  of  7,850,  a  gain  of  1,995  members. 
She  reports  that  during  her  term,  she  has  organized  twenty-four 
circles,  reorganized  two,  with  two  new  departments  formed — one  in 
the  State  of  Kentucky  and  one  in  Indian  Territory.  (The  names  of 
the  Circles  are  reported  together  with  their  number  and  location). 
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A  Memorial  Order  announcing  the  death  of  Sister  Laura  B. 
Sawyer  of  Penn.,  Past  National  President  was  read  and  on  motion 
of  Mrs.  Frances  N.  Wood,  properly  seconded,  suitable  resolutions 
were  ordered  sent  to  the  family  of  the  deceased  and  to  be  spread  on 
the  minutes  of  this  Convention. 

A  resolution  was  presented  from  the  Department  of  California 
and  adopted  as  follows :  “That  a  monument  fund  be  established  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  a  monument  at  the  grave  of  Sister  Laura 
B.  Sawyer,  Past  National  President,  in  Allegheny,  Penn.,  and  that 
each  Circle  contribute  to  the  amount  of  one  dollar  or  more  towards 
this  memorial.” 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Charter  was  called  for  and  read 
by  the  chairman,  Sister  Frances  N.  Wood,  as  follows: 

“Mrs.  President:  By  appointment  of  the  Fourth  National  Con¬ 
vention,  I  was  instructed  to  ascertain  regarding  our  foundation  as 
a  National  Organization,  regarding  Charter,  etc.  Upon  conference 
with  legal  heads  of  kindred  organizations,  I  have  ascertained  that 
National  Organizations  are  formed  under  a  State  law  and  permis¬ 
sion  granted  by  same  to  organize  in  other  States.  We  are  well 
fortified  in  such  respect  and  as  a  social  and  charitable  society,  we 
are  as  firm  as  a  rock;  regarding  what  might  be  necessary  if  we 
should  become  the  possessor  of  land  and  property,  Mrs.  McNeir  will 
report.  I  conferred  with  the  Librarian  of  Congress  regarding  the 
copyrighting  our  name,  and  have  ascertained  by  law  enacted  March 
3,  1891,  that  a  name,  unless  as  a  book,  etc.,  cannot  be  copyrighted.” 

“Mrs.  McNeir  corroborated  the  above  statements,  explaining  in 
case  a  property  contingency  should  arise  some  steps  would  have  to 
be  taken  to  procure  protection  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  but  was  not 
posted  sufficiently  to  say  what  should  be  done.  In  case  of  such  need 
arising,  after  some  discussion  it  was  thought  best  to  be  prepared 
and  on  motion  by  Mrs.  Sheriff,  properly  seconded,  Mrs.  Laura  Mc¬ 
Neir  of  New  Jersey  was  empowered  to  gain  all  necessary  knowledge, 
and  her  expenses  be  paid  by  the  National  while  gaining  such  in¬ 
formation,  was  unanimously  carried”. 

“The  report  of  the  committee  regarding  the  conference  with 
Maine  was  read  and  on  motion  was  accepted”.  The  correspondence 
resulted  in  the  agreement  between  the  Women’s  State  Relief  Corps 
Council  and  the  Ladies  of  the  G.A.R.  Council  to  promulgate  a  Na¬ 
tional  Password  through  the  National  President  of  each  Order  to 
be  transmitted  to  Department  and  Circle  Presidents,  to  be  given  to 
sisters  of  the  Order  exclusively  for  use  in  the  interchange  of  visits 
between  the  Circles. 

VALUABLE  QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  SUBMITTED 
BY  THE  NATIONAL  ADVISORY'  COUNCIL  AND  SUSTAINED 
BY  NATIONAL  CONVENTIONS: 

QUESTION— Nov.  19,  1886. 

“Can  a  member  hold  an  office  in  the  National  or  State  Depart¬ 
ment,  or  State  Department  and  Circle  at  same  time?  On  motion  of 
Mrs.  Roby,  the  office  of  president,  secretary  or  treasurer  can  be  held 
by  no  member  filling  either  of  these  offices  in  National  or  State  De¬ 
partment  or  Circle”. 

This  is  our  law  at  the  present  time,  1942.  See  Rules  &  Regu¬ 
lations,  page  12,  Chapter  11,  Art.  VIII,  Sec.  3”.  (Historian). 

DECISION  OF  FIFTH  NATIONAL  CONVENTION  OF  1891- 
page  39 : 

“That  any  regularly  Department  or  Circle  President,  that  has 
for  good  and  sufficient  cause  been  obliged  to  resign  her  office  before 
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the  expiration  of  her  term,  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
respective  Conventions,  and  entitled  to  all  privileges  accorded  said 
officers” — “the  committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  was  instructed 
to  incorporate  it  into  the  Rules  and  Regulations.”

Toledo  Circle  No.  70  of  Toledo,  written  by  Edith  Schumacher, 
Circle  Historian  for  the  year  1941,  to  be  added  to  her  report  for 
previous  years. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NEW  Y ORK — Auburn  Circle  No.  U9  of 
Auburn,  N.  Y.,  written  by  Grace  H.  Boles,  Circle  Historian  also  Past 
Department  President  has  written  the  history  of  Auburn  Circle  from 
date  of  organization  Jan.  8,  1908  up  to  1942. 

Schenck  Circle  No.  5,  of  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  written  by  Naomi  Tail- 
man,  Circle  Historian  assisted  by  Etta  Larned,  Department  Trea¬ 
surer  and  also  a  member  of  Schenck  Circle,  together,  have  written 
the  history  of  their  Circle  from  date  of  organization  July  23,  1891, 
up  to  1942.  Sister  Tallman  became  a  member  June  24,  1901  and 
has  been  an  aactive  member  for  41  years;  she  is  now  81  years  old,  as 
stated  in  the  history. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  COLORADO — Kit  Carson  Circle,  No.  9,  of 
Colorado  Springs,  written  by  Harriet  Shellenberger,  Circle  Historian 
and  who  is  also  a  Past  Department  President  of  Colorado,  has  writ¬ 
ten  the  Circle  History  for  the  year  1941  which  I  will  add  to  the 
history  written  by  her  for  the  former  years  and  since  date  of  or¬ 
ganization  Feb.  26,  1897.  The  report  states  that  Sister  Shellenberger 
has  been  a  member  of  her  Circle  since  1901  and  that  she  has  missed 
very  few  meetings;  also  that  she  is  80  years  old. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  WEST  VIRGINIA— Verna  B.  Sears,  De¬ 
partment  Historian  has  forwarded  the  following  reports  from  Circle 
Historians : 

Meo.de  Circle  No.  13,  located  at  Fairmont,  West  Va.,  written  by 
Maud  Jacobs,  Circle  Historian  and  Past  Department  President  for 
the  year  1941,  which  has  been  added  to  the  history  written  by  her 
since  date  of  organization  Nov.  4,  1902. 

James  G.  Blaine  Circle  No.  3,  of  Moundsville,  written  by  Mary 
C.  McCombs,  Circle  Historian  for  the  year  1941. 

Capt.  Denny  Circle  No.  27,  of  New  Martinsville,  written  by 
Beatrice  Tharp,  Circle  Secretary,  the  date  of  organization  was  not 
reported  but  the  history  is  well  written  and  brought  up  to  1942. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  RHODE  ISLAND— Bertha  Moon,  Depart¬ 
ment  Historian,  has  forwarded  the  following  reports  from  Circle 
Historians: 
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General  John  A.  Logan  Circle  No.  1,  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  writ¬ 
ten  by  Eva  M.  Ashley,  Circle  Historian  for  the  years  1890-1939.  She 
makes  the  statement  that  Circle  records  were  destroyed  by  fire  prev¬ 
ious  to  1919,  but  that  Mother  Annie  Baker,  one  of  the  oldest  mem¬ 
bers  had  rescued  some  of  the  Circle  property  during  the  fire.  Sister 
Ashley  starts  the  history  in  1919  and  continues  until  1940.  The 
history  for  the  years  1940-1941  are  written  by  Claire  Rice,  Circle 
Historian. 

U.  S.  Grant  Circle  No.  U,  of  Providence,  written  by  Harriet  E. 
Scott,  Circle  Historian  from  date  of  organization  July  25,  1905  up 
to  1942. 

Zenas  R.  Bliss  Circle  No.  6,  of  Cranston,  R.  I.,  written  by  Idella 
Holdredge,  Circle  Historian  for  the  year  1941. 

Col.  Theodore  Roosevelt  Circle  No.  8,  of  Providence,  written  by 
Ruth  M.  Benvie,  a  member  of  the  Circle,  for  the  year  1941  and 
added  to  previous  years  written  by  Bertha  Moon,  Department  His¬ 
torian  from  date  of  organization  June  29,  1922-1940. 

Richmond  Le  Riche  Circle  No.  10,  of  Hopkinton,  R.  I.,  written 
by  Hannah  Frill,  Circle  Historian  for  the  year  1941,  and  added  to 
her  report  of  previous  years  from  date  of  organization  Jan.  29,  1935- 

1940. 

Sister  Hannah  Frill  also  reports  the  organization  of  a  Junior 
Circle  at  Potter  Hill,  R.  I.,  Jan.  28,  1941,  by  Sisters  Dora  Melby  and 
Monica  Church,  members  of  Richmond  Le  Riche  Circle  No.  10. 

The  Department  Historian,  Bertha  Moon,  has  written  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Department  of  R.  I.,  for  the  years  of  1941-1942  and 
these  will  be  added  to  her  history  reported  from  date  of  organiza¬ 
tion  of  Department  of  R.  I.,  Aug.  7,  1905-1940. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PENNSYLVANIA — General  George  B.  Mc¬ 
Clellan  Circle  No.  187,  of  Pittsburgh,  written  by  Cora  Hinderer, 
Circle  Historian,  assisted  by  Margaret  B.  Franz,  Past  Department 
President,  from  date  of  organization  of  Circle  Jan.  9,  1917  up  to 

1941. 

James  A.  Garfield  Circle  No.  15,  of  Pittsburgh,  written  by  Iva 
H.  Shafer,  Circle  Historian  from  date  of  organization  1887  up  to 

1942.  The  history  covers  only  a  few  lines  and  I  urge  that  she  take 
more  time  and  try  to  do  full  justice  to  this  wonderful  pioneer  Circle 
and  its  members,  by  rewriting  its  history. 

Colonel  James  Anderson  Circle  No.  200,  of  Swissvale,  written  by 
Susan  Lowstetter,  Circle  Historian  for  the  year  1941,  to  be  added 
to  her  former  report  of  the  history  from  date  of  organization  Sept. 
15,  1921  up  to  1940. 

The  Department  Historian  for  Pennsylvania,  Emma  Sharkey  has 
forwarded  the  following  reports  from  Circle  Historians: 

Colonel  Senra  G.  Simmons  Circle  No.  17,  of  Harrisburg,  written 
by  Annie  B.  Hahn,  Circle  Historian  from  date  of  organization  Nov.

The  word  Auxiliary  was  dropped  and  the  name 
changed  Dec.  14,  1886  to  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public,  as  stated  in  this  history.  The  history  while  briefly  written 
is  most  valuable  from  an  historic  viewpoint. 

Colonel  Emlen  Franklin  Circle  No.  171,  of  Lancaster,  written 
by  Mina  M.  Rohrer,  Circle  Historian  for  the  year  1941  and  up  to 
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May  30,  1942.  I  shall  look  forward  to  receiving  the  history  of  this 
Circle  written  for  the  years  previous  to  1941,  since  mention  is  made 
on  the  Circle  celebrating  its  31st  Anniversary  on  Sept.  9th,  1941. 

The  history  of  Col.  Emlen  N.  Franklin  Junior  Circle  No.  11,  of 
Lancaster,  written  by  Geraldine  Habel,  Junior  Circle  Historian  for 
the  years  1940-1942.  Mention  is  made  that  June  11,  1942  their 
Circle  will  be  two  years  old. 

Gowan  Circle  No.  120,  of  Pottsville,  Penn.,  written  by  Bessie 
Moore,  Circle  Historian  for  the  year  1941. 

George  B.  McClellan  Circle  No.  187,  of  Pittsburgh,  written  by 
Lettie  Taylor,  Circle  Historian  for  the  year  1941,  will  be  added  to 
history  received  for  previous  years. 

Wilde  Circle  No.  129,  of  Chester,  Penn.,  written  by  Anna  R. 
Lindenmuth,  Circle  Historian  from  date  of  organization  March  25, 
1898  up  to  1941.  Mention  is  made  that  the  Circle  has  celebrated  its 
43rd  Anniversary. 

Robert  Faulkner  Circle  No.  221,  of  Pittsburgh,  written  by  Laura 
Bvers,  Circle  Historian  from  date  of  organization  Sept.  30,  1938  up 
to  1942. 

Joseph  M.  Leibert  Circle  No.  153,  of  Bethlehem,  Penn.,  written 
by  Anna  M.  Baines,  Circle  Historian  from  date  of  organization  Nov. 
12th,  1904  up  to  1942. 

Samuel  B.  Hansom  Circle  No.  220,  of  Philadelphia,  written  by 
Eugenia  H.  Diem,  Circle  Historian  from  date  of  organization  Jan. 
10,  1937  up  to  1942.  The  report  mentions  that  Hansom  Circle  was 
formed  by  combining  the  smaller  Circles  of  Philadelphia  into  one 
large  Circle.  The  Circles  which  were  combined  are  as  follows : 
Numbers,  37;  79;  91;  92;  94;  136;  144. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MINNESOTA — Abraham  Lincoln  Circle 
No.  3,  of  Minneapolis,  written  in  splendid  detail  from  date  of  or¬ 
ganization  1892  up  to  1942,  by  Verna  Larson,  Circle  Historian,  and 
Past  Department  President.  Sister  Larson  makes  the  statement  in 
this  history  that  it  took  her  eighteen  months  to  compile  this  history, 
which  covers  a  period  of  50  years  existence  for  her  Circle.  The 
result  as  shown  by  the  effort,  is  abundant  proof  of  the  time  spent 
in  research  work. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CALIFORNIA — Columbia  Circle  No.  2U,  of 
Los  Angeles,  written  by  Catherine  G.  Schroeder,  Circle  Historian 
and  Past  Department  President  for  the  year  1941,  added  to  former 
history  of  previous  years  from  date  of  organization,  Nov.  18,  1896 
up  to  1940.  Sister  Schroeder  has  also  included  a  very  valuable  con¬ 
tribution  of  historic  data  for  the  National  Historian  covering  the 
Roster  of  executive  National  officers  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public  and  the  date  and  place  of  holding  National  Encampments, 
beginning  with  te  first  Encampment  held  in  Indianpolis,  November 
20,  1866. 


HISTORIC  CONTRIBUTIONS 

Sister  Schroeder  has  also  contributed  a  group  of  twenty-three 
badges  mounted  on  cardboard  which  represent  various  National  and 
State  G.A.R.  Encampments,  chiefly  from  the  Department  of  Cali¬ 
fornia.  They  are  valuable  historic  relics  and  I  personally  extend 
my  appreciation  for  these  gifts  in  behalf  of  the  National  Body. 

Sister  Frances  M.  Haskell,  Past  National  President,  has  con¬ 
tributed  valuable  newspaper  clippings  pertaining  to  early  history 
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of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  which  were  the  property  of  her 
Veteran  Father,  Henry  C.  Morgan;  she  has  also  contributed  other 
historic  material. 

Sister  Lillian  Clark  Cary,  Past  National  President  has  con¬ 
tributed  the  first  issue  of  a  monthly  periodical  magazine,  edited  and 
published  in  the  interests  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  by  Elma  B.  Dalton,  May  1895,  Department  President  of 
Kansas  and  published  at  Winfield,  Kansas.  This  magazine  contains 
a  valuable  history  of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.A.R.  from  its  earliest  date 
of  existence  and  corresponds  with  regular  similarity  to  the  history 
written  by  Sister  Laura  McNeir  Loud,  our  first  National  President, 
in  1910.  I  desire  to  express  highest  appreciation  to  Sister  Cary  for 
this  historic  gift. 

Sister  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  Past  National  President  and  Editor  of 
the  Bugle  Call,  has  presented  to  the  office  of  the  National  Historian 
five  bound  volumes  containing  the  publications  of  the  Bugle  Call 
from  the  earliest  issue  to  1941.  This  is  indeed  a  magnificent  gift 
and  one  which  will  serve  as  reference  material  for  this  office  in  writ¬ 
ing  the  history  of  our  Order.  I  express  deepest  gratitude  in  behalf 
of  the  National  Body  and  myself  for  this  valuable  historic  contri¬ 
bution. 

Sister  Ida  F.  Koontz,  Past  Department  Historian  for  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  has  contributed  historic  picture  post  cards.  All  gifts  of  his¬ 
toric  value  are  welcomed  and  will  be  preserved  in  the  National 
Archives  in  this  office. 

Sister  Eva  J.  French,  Department  Historian  and  Past  National 
President  of  California,  has  written  that  she  is  trying  hard  to  secure 
a  100%  report  of  Circle  Historians  and  hopes  to  have  them  ready 
in  another  year.  I  wish  you  success,  Sister  French,  for  yours  is  a 
big  undertaking.  I  would  like  to  have  a  similar  expression  from 
each  Department  Historian. 

Sister  Clara  N.  Sawyer,  Past  National  President  recently  wrote 
a  letter  to  Sister  Marie  J.  Buhler,  National  Patriotic  Instructor  and 
Past  Department  President  of  New  York,  in  which  she  told  Marie 
about  the  history  of  the  Women’s  State  Relief  Corps  of  Maine,  to¬ 
gether  with  information  concerning  the  organization  of  the  Ladies 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  Maine.  Sister  Sawyer  sent 
this  letter  to  Sister  Marie  so  that  she  might  be  prepared  with  the 
historic  background  of  the  Department  of  Maine,  since  she  had  been 
appointed  by  our  National  President,  Sister  Ethelyn  P.  Smith  as  her 
representative  to  visit  officially  at  the  Department  Convention  of 
Maine  this  past  June. 

In  July,  I  made  a  trip  to  New  York  City  and  had  the  pleasure  of 
visiting  with  Sister  Marie  Buhler  and  she  told  me  about  receiving 
this  letter  from  Sister  Sawyer.  Realizing  that  whatever  Sister 
Sawyer  would  write  of  this  nature  would  become  valuable  historic 
reference  material,  I  made  this  clear  to  Marie  and  requested  that 
she  contribute  this  letter  to  be  preserved  among  other  historic  papers 
in  the  office  of  the  National  Historian  and  later  on  she  forwarded 
the  historic  letter  to  me.  The  letter  is  timely  and  I  shall  incorporate 
it  into  this  report,  since  already  I  have  quoted  from  National  Journals 
of  Proceedings  of  1899,  1890  and  1891  information  relative  to  the 
early  association  of  the  Women’s  State  Relief  Corps  of  Maine  and 
the  National  Ladies  of  the  G.A.R.  I  mentioned  to  Sister  Sawyer  at 
the  National  Convention  that  Sister  Buhler  had  presented  this  letter 
to  the  National  Archives  and  that  I  would  read  it  in  my  report  to 
the  convention.  She  was  pleased  that  her  history  as  written  would 
be  preserved  and  stated  that  she  would  be  glad  to  write  in  more  de- 
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tail  on  this  particular  subject,  since  Maine  had  been  her  home  in 
the  earliest  years  of  our  Order. 

The  letter  in  exact  words  of  Sister  Sawyer  is  as  follows : 

San  Diego,  California,  June  3,  1942. 

My  dear  Sister  Marie: 

Your  nice  letter  rec’d.  and  in  time  to  let  my  Colony  know  about 
your  interest  in  the  New  England  Women,  especially  Miss  Butter¬ 
field  and  they  appreciated  it  very  much.  Now  about  Maine.  You 
will  find  we  have  the  oldest  Relief  Corps,  the  first,  ever  organized, 
dating  from  May  6,  1869  but  composed  only  of  the  Soldier’s  family. 
You  may  recall  I  have  on  many  occasions  announced  this  fact  in 
public  also  at  National  Convention  and  said  the  name  Relief  Corps 
originated  in  the  soldier’s  family.  In  1883  we  had  a  Commander-in- 
Chief  who  came  to  Maine  and  later  at  National  Convention  in  Chi¬ 
cago,  Ill.,  1883,  intended  to  bring  all  women  together  under  name 
of  W.R.C.,  but  a  split  came  on  eligibility.  Later,  when  W.R.C.,  be¬ 
came  active  in  Maine,  breaking  into  our  G.A.R.  Posts  and  our  old  long 
established  Relief  Corps,  we  felt  all  should  consolidate  with  the 
Ladies  of  the  G.A.R.,,  the  Soldier's  family.  Naturally  there  was  op¬ 
position  and  many  did  not  want  to  do  that.  The  proposition  was 
presented  by  our  most  respected  Ladies:  Mrs.  O.  R.  LeGrow;  Mrs. 
Whitman  Sawyer;  Mrs.  Caleb  N.  Lang;  Mrs.  Mildred  Goddard  as 
well  as  myself  and  supported  by  so  many  of  our  very  best  women 
who  generally  attended  National  Encampments  and  had  no  place  in 
the  Allied  Orders  holding  Conventions.  At  National  Encampment 
held  in  Detroit,  an  exchange  of  Pass-word  between  the  Ladies  of  the 
G.A.R.  and  the  Women’s  State  Relief  Corps  of  Maine  was  arranged, 
and  a  committee  of  three  from  each  Order  appointed  to  formulate 
the  Pass-word;  for  over  nine  years  this  exchange  pass-word  was 
used  by  both  Orders  and  many  visitors  from  each  visited  using  that 
exchange  pass-word  until  Circle  No.  1  Bosworth  of  Portland,  Maine 
was  organized  (by  me)  and  instituted  by  Dr.  Julia  P.  Shade,  Na¬ 
tional  President  of  Phila.,  Pa.  and  I  was  installed  by  her  as  the 
first  President.  On  your  visit  as  Representative  in  Maine  you  will 
perhaps  be  asked  to  go  to  the  Women’s  State  Relief  Corps  with 
Greetings,  so  that  is  why  I  have  told  you  of  our  standing  there.  Our 
Department  of  L.  of  G.A.R.  was  instituted  by  Mary  T.  Hager  at 
close  of  Department  Convention  at  Lewiston,  Maine  and  as  I  or¬ 
ganized  that,  I  was  made  their  first  Dep’t.  President. 

We  moved  to  Calif,  in  1890  and  for  5  years  I  could  not  transfer 
but  I  found  and  I  was  urged,  that  I  could  do  much  to  help  the 
Dep’t.  of  California  and  then  I  transferred  to  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant  Circle 
of  San  Diego,  when  Edith  B.  Brown  of  California  was  National 
President,  and  she  wanted  to  propose  my  name  and  did  and  I  have 
been  a  working  member  here  as  you  know,  but  I  have  never  for¬ 
gotten  my  former  relations  and  work  in  Maine.  I  was  the  first 
signer  on  Charter  of  Bosworth  Circle;  I  served  as  Pres,  of  Bosworth 
Relief  Corps  and  also  as  State  President  of  the  Women’s  State  Re¬ 
lief  Corps;  the  character  of  my  work  you  have  known  for  many 
years  and  my  only  desire  is  and  has  been,  to  place  the  Soldier’s  fam¬ 
ily  in  the  front  ranks.  I  felt  that  as  a  strong  United  Department 
our  influence  would  put  us  in  our  proper  place,  but  many  lovely 
women,  to  be  sure,  insisted  Maine  should  remain  by  itself  instead  of 
perpetuating  its  identity  as  First  in  Work  for,  and  the  first  to  become 
Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  I  have  written  this, 
that  you  may  understand  the  true  facts  if  you  are  up  against  it 
in  your  visit.  I  am  so  glad  you  will  represent  Ethelyn  for  you  have 
known  me  long  and  well,  to  know  all  I  do  or  have  done  has  been 
open  and  above  board.

If  you  are  in  need  of  the  earliest  records,  I  will  be  able  to 
supply  information  taken  from  the  earliest  Journals  of  Proceedings. 

This  work  is  truly  a  labor  of  love  mingled  with  gratitude  to 
our  members  for  the  privilege  of  writing  history,  which  in  a  small 
measure,  will  show  our  appreciation  to  those  loyal  pioneer  members 
who  made  it  possible  for  our  Order  to  exist  for  you  and  for  me.  The 
members  of  the  past  are  responsible  for  this  Order  today;  soon  you 
and  I  will  be  numbered  among  those  of  the  past,  and  please  God, 
may  our  efforts  be  counted  as  being  worthy  of  emulation  by  those 
who  come  after  us. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  our  National  President, 
Sister  Ethelyn  Smith  for  her  interest  and  encouragement  given  to 
me  at  all  times  and  also  to  this  National  Body,  again  I  express  grati¬ 
tude  for  giving  me  the  honor  of  serving  as  your  National  Historian.

REPORT  OF  NATIONAL  JUNIOR  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  National  President,  Ethelyn  P.  Smith,  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  56th  National  Convention,  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic: 

The  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  never  sponsor¬ 
ed  a  movement  that  was  a  greater  asset  to  our  Order  than  the 
Junior  Circles. 

The  results  of  this  work  are  so  far  reaching  there  is  no  way  to 
describe  just  what  they  mean  to  this  Order.  One  phase  alone  is 
worth  all  the  efforts  that  a  supervisor  may  put  forth,  and  that  is 
the  sale  of  defense  stamps  and  bonds  by  the  children.  The  interest 
manifested  by  these  youthful  groups  is  beyond  anything  I  have  ever 
seen. 

I  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  the  increase  in  membership 
among  our  Juniors  but  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  get  the  figures. 
In  the  last  three  or  four  years  I  think  we  might  say  there  is  an 
increase  of  about  four  hundred  and  fifty. 

The  manner  in  which  the  youthful  officers  preside  at  the  meet¬ 
ings  demonstrate  that  they  are  fast  learning  the  lessons  of  leader¬ 
ship.  Their  patrotic  programs,  the  talks  they  give,  the  songs  they 
sing  thrill  us  so  we  say  in  our  hearts: 

“Backward,  turn  backward,  Oh  time  in  your  flight, 

Make  me  a  child  again,  just  for  tonight. ” 

The  Junior  Rituals  I  prepared  and  which  were  accepted  by  the 
Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  met  a  long  felt  need  and  while 
there  may  be  some  changes  to  be  made  in  subsequent  publica¬ 
tions  for  the  good  of  the  Circles,  yet  they  answer  the  purpose  and 
have  been  used  in  every  Junior  Circle. 

Edwin  Sexton  Circle  of  Huntington,  Ind.  was  organized  by 
Eva  Stetzel  and  sponsored  by  I.  H.  Heason  Circle  No.  70  with  18 
Charter  members. 
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At  Easter  time  a  candle  light  service  was  given  by  the  Juniors 
in  the  Grand  Army  Room  of  the  Court  House  and  from  the  process¬ 
ional  march  to  the  closing  prayer  the  children  held  the  attention  of 
an  appreciative  audience.  This  Junior  Circle  is  named  after  the  last 
Comrade,  who  gave  Five  Dollars  for  Flags. 

Major  William  J.  Lowry  Circle  No.  12  was  organized  and  in¬ 
stituted  by  Sara  Johnson,  Past  Department  President  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  with  a  charter  membership  of  12  and  ince  then  the  number  has 
increased.  The  Supervisor  writes  that  this  Circle  is  composed  of  a 
lively  bunch  of  youngsters  and  they  often  teach  us  a  lesson  in 
patriotism.  The  Past  Dept.  President,  Marion  Nicholas  was  hon¬ 
ored  by  a  luncheon  given  by  the  John  Nevin  Juniors  and  they  pre¬ 
sented  $10.00  to  the  home  at  Swissvale. 

A  group  of  thirty-five  members  of  Victory  Junior  Circle  was 
organized  in  Dubuque  by  Nellie  Tinkham  assisted  by  Mrs.  Jennie 
Royce.  Lillian  Clark  Cary,  National  Supervisor  instituted  this 
Circle  and  presented  several  gifts  in  behalf  of  members  including 
a  Bible,  gavel,  charter  by  different  members  of  Shiloh  Circle. 
Sister  Nora  Milin,  President,  presented  each  Junior  with  a  small 
Flag.  Mrs.  Caroline  Germain  and  Mrs.  Fannie  Small,  Dept.  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  Junior  Supervisor,  assisted  in  the  ceremonies. 

On  Memorial  Day,  thirty  Juniors  marched  in  the  parade  in  Du¬ 
buque  carrying  a  white  satin  banner,  presented  by  Minnie  Morton. 

Sister  Virginia  S.  Collins,  President  of  Washington  Circle, 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  organized  a  Junior  Circle  assisted  by  Mar¬ 
garet  Fisher,  Eva  Heiner  and  Georgia  Fulcher.  The  Circle  was  in¬ 
stituted  by  Dept.  President  Cynthia  Howard.  Sister  Collins  writes: 

“We  put  the  spirit  of  patriotism  into  actual  practice  in  organiz¬ 
ing  these  young  people.  They  have  their  own  National  Defense  com¬ 
mittee  and  carry  on  their  own  affairs  under  the  direction  of  the 
Supervisor.  We  have  to  keep  up  a  lively  interest  to  meet  the  re¬ 
quirements  for  the  children  of  today  are  up  and  coming.” 

The  hopes  of  Sister  Eva  Murray,  President  of  Eugene  Matti- 
son  Circle  No.  72,  Joliet,  Illinois,  were  realized  in  the  organization 
of  Alpha  Junior  Circle  No.  1.  Alpha,  we  all  know,  means  beginning 
and  the  members  of  Mattison  Circle  thought  this  would  be  an  ap¬ 
propriate  name  for  the  first  Junior  Circle  in  Illinois.  The  activities 
in  which  these  young  people  are  engaged  are  so  commendable  they 
may  well  be  duplicated  by  the  older  sisters. 

Just  before  leaving  Dubuque  the  Department  President  of  Min¬ 
nesota,  Sister  Lillian  Eckland  wrote  me  that  she  was  proud  to  an¬ 
nounce  the  first  Junior  Circle  in  Minnesota  with  a  group  of  twenty 
members.  She  stated  they  had  elected  a  brilliant  girl  for  President 
and  they  are  proud  of  their  Juniors.  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  beautiful 
gift  presented  to  me  by  Sister  Eckland  in  behalf  of  her  Juniors.  My 
heartfelt  thanks  go  with  her  to  these  young  folks  when  she  leaves 
this  National  Convention.  She  and  Sister  Charlotte  Stewart  are  to  be 
congraulated  for  this  service. 

Kelly  Tibbet  Circle  of  Potters  Hill.  Rhode  Island,  is  very  ac¬ 
tive  and  has  increased  in  membership.  These  children  have  earned 
over  forty  dollars.  They  sold  flags  for  Memorial  Day  and  earned 
twenty-five  dollars.  They  gave  a  flag  to  the  Senior  High  School, 
marched  in  the  Memorial  Day  Parade  and  helped  decorate  the  graves 
of  the  soldiers.  Sister  Lois  Benvje,  Supervisor,  is  to  be  commended 
for  her  outstanding  service  in  this  Junior  work. 
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Such  a  record  of  patriotic  service  is  inspiring  for  that  is  what 
this  work  is,  a  commendable  patriotic  work.  It  is  something  we  have 
wanted  throughout  the  years  but  somehow  we  did  not  succeed  until 
we  in  one  accord,  cleared  the  way  and  made  it  possible  by  an  awak¬ 
ening  interest.  I  never  knew  until  I  entered  this  work  how  Mont¬ 
gomery  Ward  and  Co.  and  Sears  &  Roebuck  rose  to  heights  through 
the  catalogues  and  letters  by  mail,  but  now  I  know,  for  that  is  the 
way  I  have  led  these  workers  because  I  could  reach  them  in  person. 

But  it  is  also  the  labor  of  the  Department  Presidents,  Super¬ 
visors  in  Departments  and  Circles  that  have  helped  to  make  it  a 
success  for  they  stood  at  their  post  and  permitted  nothing  to  defeat 
their  purpose.  Without  this  determination  I  could  not  have  succeed¬ 
ed.  Heights  seemingly  so  high  were  climbed  and  reached  and  that 
proud  courageous  spirit  which  is  born  in  us,  that  unconquerable  de¬ 
termination  to  win,  held  sway — that  spirit  of  the  Old  Guard,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  to  which  we  are  kin. 

I  stayed  at  my  post,  it  is  true,  I  have  given  time,  strength  and 
effort  to  this  work  and  have  sent  out  more  than  a  thousand  patriotic 
pamphlets  and  have  written  any  number  of  letters  and  have  been 
in  close  contact  with  Supervisors  of  the  Departments,  also  in  the 
circles,  but  my  backing  as  you  realize  formed  the  stepping  stone 
to  victory. 

These  children  help  your  Circle  in  their  Junior  groups,  so, 
when  you  go  home  organize  the  Junior  Circle  and  you  will  be  amaz¬ 
ed  at  the  new  lease  of  life  the  Junior  group  will  give  your  Circle. 
The  freshness  and  beauty  of  young  life  will  awaken  long  forgotten 
hopes,  these  Juniors  will  bring  back  to  you  the  courage  and  a  new 
desire  in  the  onward  march  to  success  you  thought  you  had  lost.  This 
has  all  been  proved,  it  is  not  a  venture.  The  letters  received  from 
these  new  Junior  officers,  these  boys  and  girls,  gave  me  a  new  vision 
of  life  and  what  I  might  accomplish. 

I  have  cherished  the  thought  that  a  Divine  Hand  guides  us  in 
this  new  found  labor  of  love  and  in  this  temple  of  youthful  patriot¬ 
ism,  years  hitherto  that  have  seemed  so  many,  have  lessened  with 
our  association  with  youth.  Furrows  on  our  brows  have  given  place 
to  smiles  and  age  has  faded  into  the  consciousness  of  a  beginning 
again. 

I  want  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  me  and  made  these  new 
Circles  possible  and  added  members  to  the  old  organizations. 

I  pause  now  for  I  want  to  thank  our  National  President,  for  she 
was  my  guiding  spirit.  I  would  like  to  find  some  expression  prompt¬ 
ed  by  the  inner  feeling  of  love  and  gratitude,  but  these  feelings  were 
never  known  to  find  expression  on  the  lips.  It  was  never  intended 
that  they  should.  Silence  speaks  from  the  heart  the  merited  praise 
we  cherish.  No  matter  where  Sister  Ethelyn  was  located  on  either 
coast,  among  the  hills,  in  the  mountains  or  by  the  sea  there  was 
always  the  prompt  response  to  my  message,  so  now  I  just  say 
Ethelyn  I  thank  you,  dear,  and  she  understands.

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REPORT  OF  NATIONAL  SHRINE  COMMISSION 

To  Ethelyn  P.  Smith,  National  President  and  members  of  the  56th 
National  Convention: 

My  dear  Sisters: 

Today  I  am  permitted  to  present  a  report  on  the  work  of  your 
National  Memorial  Shrine  Comission,  a  duty  in  reality,  but  for  the 
past  four  years  not  allowed. 

I  hereby  accept  the  privilege  with  sincere  thanks  to  our  Na¬ 
tional  President  who  seems  to  appreciate  what  you,  the  Delegates, 
expect  when  you  attend  a  National  Convention,  a  report  of  all  work 
of  our  great  Order,  and  hereby  perform  my  duty. 

While  it  is  apparent  to  all  that  during  this  past  year  the  most 
trying  for  all,  because  of  the  present  war,  my  report  of  real  accom¬ 
plishments  will  be  brief  but  I  assure  you  our  efforts  have  not  been 
brief.  I  wish  I  might  convey  to  you  in  words  the  miles  which  Sister 
Worrell,  my  secretary,  has  covered  day  after  day  to  interview  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Congress  in  interest  of  bills.  That  is  an  impossible  task 
but  well  known  and  understood  by  me  for  I  have  accompanied  her 
on  my  several  visits  to  Washington. 

All  opposition  I  am  sorry  to  report  has  not  come  from  the  Red 
Tape  there  encountered,  but  from  officials  in  our  own  Order,  which 
has  unanimously  voted  to  carry  out  the  resolution  adopted  at  Roch¬ 
ester,  N.  Y.  There  is  a  demand  today  throughout  our  country  for 
“Facts”  and  the  “Truth”  and  I  feel  and  those  who  have  done  so 
much  to  help,  feel,  the  Facts  should  be  brought  to  your  attention, 
and  the  injustice  to  you  who  come  year  after  year,  at  your  own  ex¬ 
pense,  returning  to  your  Departments  with  so  little  to  report  as  to 
accomplishments. 

This  year  of  1942  I  am  happy  to  say  to  you  I  have  found  real 
interest  in  our  Memorial  Shrine  and  when  the  War  is  over,  if  we  are 
what  we  hope  to  be,  a  free  people,  our  plans  and  dreams  will  become 
a  reality  and  from  personal  effort  made  last  year  accompanied  by 
one  of  our  splendid  workers,  Sister  Dorsey  and  supported  by  Sisters 
Nellie  and  Lillie  Wall,  I  feel  great  help  will  be  ours  as  a  result. 

I  also  wish  to  say  to  you  all  assistance  asked  of  many  of  our 
Past  National  Presidents  has  been  most  willingly  given  and  at  no 
expense  to  our  Order.  I  also  realize  the  disappointments  of  the  year 
to  our  National  President  of  today,  as  I  know  she  had  many  plans 
to  realize  great  progress  for  our  “Shrine”.  But  to  you  I  have  the 
honor  and  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Department  of  Califor¬ 
nia  and  Nevada  at  its  convention  held  in  Hollywood  last  May  voted 
to  convert  the  Endowment  Fund  of  $600.00,  Six  hundred  dollars, 
into  War  Bonds  to  be  used  if  and  when  our  Memorial  Shrine  is 
built,  to  endow  the  seating  capacity  of  our  Shrine  Auditorium  in 
memory  of  the  “Boys  in  Blue”  who  paid  the  supreme  sacrifice  to 
save  our  Flag  and  Union,  with  a  proper  tablet  that  all  who  sit  in

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  NATIONAL  SHRINE 

COMMISSION 

To  Ethelyn  P.  Smith,  National  President,  Oficers  and  Members  of 
the  56th  National  Convention,  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Dear  Sisters: 

Since  making  my  last  report  our  country  has  been  thrust  into 
the  war  and  anything  not  in  conection  with  the  war  has  little  atten¬ 
tion  although  that  has  not  retarded  my  work — I  just  had  to  think  of 
some  way  to  connect  our  bill  with  the  purposes  of  war,  hoping  in 
that  way  to  get  it  passed  by  Congress. 

Therefore  I  drafted  a  bill  which  Senator  Capper  is  sponsoring, 
(S.2567)  in  which  the  Congress  is  urged  to  appropriate  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  Temple  Heights  as  a  recreation  center  for  Govern¬ 
ment  employees  during  the  war  and  thereafter  as  a  memorial  build¬ 
ing  site  in  commemoration  of  the  sacrifices  of  the  defenders  of  the 
Union  during  the  Civil  War. 

At  all  times  when  it  has  been  possible  I  have  attended  annual 
Conventions  of  organizations  meeting  in  Washington  and  requested 
the  adoption  of  a  resolution  in  favor  of  this  bill.  Several  organiza¬ 
tions  have  passed  such  motions  or  adopted  such  resolution — the  last 
one  was  the  Auxiliary  to  the  American  Legion  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  at  their  Department  Convention  the  latter  part  of  August. 

Senator  Capper  is  anxious  to  get  the  bill  reported  out  of  the 
Senate  Library  Committee,  but  this  will  require  considerable  work 
on  the  part  of  members  of  our  Order.  All  should  be  sufficiently  in¬ 
terested  to  contact  their  Congressman  and  the  two  Senators  from 
their  State  and  also  get  resolutions  passed  in  favor  of  the  Capper 
bill  by  every  Club  and  Society  in  their  city  and  forward  copies  to 
Senator  Capper. 

Hoping  to  obtain  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Roosevelt,  I  called  at 
the  White  House  and  had  a  very  pleasant  conference  with  her  for 
about  fifteen  minutes.  She  was  neither  for  or  against  the  purchase 
of  Temple  Heights,  but  wanted  to  learn  just  what  groups  of  em¬ 
ployees  really  needed  such  recreation  center.  I  intend  investigating 
and  will  make  another  appointment  with  her  when  I  have  something 
definite  to  present.

REPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  LEGISLATIVE  CHAIRMAN 

To  the  National  President,  Ethelyn  P.  Smith,  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  56th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.: 

Greetings : 

I  desire  to  thank  Sister  National  President,  preliminary  to  my 
report,  for  continuing  me  in  this  most  important  office  and  to  say 
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it  is  deeply  appreciated.  I  also  want  to  thank  the  members  of  my 
Committee,  Mary  Keppen,  Ella  Berkemeier,  May  Masecar,  Mabel 
Coffey,  Frances  Dorsey  and  Frances  Rohrbach,  each  and  every  one 
of  them  loyal  and  faithful  workers,  but  owing  to  the  war  this  year 
our  legislative  work  was  greatly  curtailed.  However,  there  is  always 
plenty  of  work  to  be  done  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  your  chair¬ 
man  has  not  been  idle.  Some  may  think  that  legislative  work  is  easy, 
but  let  me  assure  you  that  it  is  very  arduous  and  only  persons  train¬ 
ed  in  its  duties  are  competent  to  carry  on  the  work.  Fortunately  I 
have  had  28  years  experience  and  am  able  to  give  our  Order  the 
best  of  service. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  Widow’s  Pension  Bill  (H.R.1091) 
which  passed  the  House  unanimously  and  is  still  on  the  Senate  Cal¬ 
endar,  but  cannot  come  to  a  vote  because  of  the  objection  of  Sen¬ 
ator  Byrd  of  Virginia,  I  decided  to  draft  a  much  shorter  bill  which 
Senator  Thomas,  of  Utah  introduced  (S.2630)  and  which  is  now 
before  the  Senate  Pension  Committee  for  consideration  and  report. 
I  am  hoping  to  get  it  passed  before  the  end  of  this  Session.  It  does 
seem  very  unfair  for  Congress  to  ignore  the  poor,  old  Civil  War 
widows  and  give  pensions  to  the  young  World  War  widows. 

In  May,  1941,  my  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  two 
large  bronze  descriptive  tablets  formerly  in  the  hall  of  the  Mansion 
in  Arlington  National  Cemetery,  had  been  removed  and  never  re¬ 
placed.  Thereupon  I  began  an  investigation  and  in  reply  to  a  letter, 
Secretary  of  War,  Henry  L.  Stimson,  informed  me  that  the  War 
Department  had  transferred  jurisdiction  to  the  Interior  Department 
to  which  I  wrote.  Reply  came  that  said  tablets  had  been  removed  by 
the  Quartermaster  Corps  and  “we  have  no  record  of  their  where¬ 
abouts  at  the  present  time.” 

Thereupon  I  wrote  the  Quartermaster  General  informing  him 
inasmuch  as  the  tablets  had  been  removed  from  the  Lee  Mansion 
by  the  Quartermaster  Corps,  United  States  Army,  it  was  their  duty 
to  find  them.  Maj.  Gen.  E.  B.  Gregory  replied  that  “Investigation 
discloses  that  the  tablets  referred  to  by  you  have  not  been  disposed 
of,  but  are  stored  in  the  warehouse  in  Arlington  National  Cemetery,” 
and  because  these  tablets  “were  not  in  the  Mansion”  during  the  oc¬ 
cupancy  of  the  Lee  family  as  specified  by  the  law  approved  March 
4,  1925,  it  was  necessary  to  remove  them. 

I  then  requested  copies  of  the  inscriptions  on  these  tablets 
which  I  received  from  Maj.  Andersen.  Thereupon  I  requested  that 
said  tablets  be  restored  since  many  visitors  to  Washington  should  be 
able  to  read  the  important  historical  information  thereon,  but  was 
advised  that  “the  officer  in  charge  of  the  restoration  felt  that  these 
tablets  were  not  in  keeping  with  a  resored  ante  bellum  home,  and 
owing  to  certain  historical  inaccuracies,  were  not  suitable  for  fur¬ 
ther  use  as  interpretative  material  for  the  public.”  To  which  I  re¬ 
plied  that  the  historical  facts  had  been  compiled  under  direction  of 
the  War  Department  and  approved  by  Hon.  Daniel  S.  Lamont,  Sec¬ 
retary  of  War  and  asked  that  the  alleged  discrepancies  or  inaccur¬ 
acies  in  historical  facts  be  pointed  out.  Under  date  of  February  16, 
1942,  I  received  a  long  letter  from  Supt.  Irving  C.  Root,  calling  at¬ 
tention  to  certain  errors  upon  which  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to 
complete  investigation.  The  above  required  almost  one  year’s  work. 

In  the  meantime  I  was  endeavoring  to  get  the  Postmaster  Gen¬ 
eral  to  issue  a  Memorial  Day  Stamp.  Upon  approval  of  a  resolution 
presented  by  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  Sister  National  Pres¬ 
ident,  Pearl  Cooke,  asked  me  to  serve  and  every  year  since  then 
(1934)  I  have  endeavored  to  get  action.  This  year  I  resolved  to  fol- 
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low  the  Biblical  admonition  and  write  the  Postmaster  General  each 
month  thus  keeping  it  immediately  before  him.  We  have  had  con¬ 
siderable  correspondence.  Excuse  after  excuse  has  been  made  until 
this  last  co.i  munication  states  that  our  request  cannot  be  granted 
at  this  time. 

This  work  is  so  complicated  and  the  duties  so  many  and  so 
varied  that  only  the  big  things  can  be  mentioned  and  now  we  come 
to  the  Memorial  Day  Marble  Tablet  for  which  you  donated  funds 
at  our  last  Convention. 

At  that  time  it  was  my  understanding  that  the  only  thing  nec¬ 
essary  to  its  placement  in  the  National  Arlington  Memorial  Ampi- 
theater  was  the  acceptance  of  our  gift  by  the  Commander-in-Chief 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  this  was  also  the  under¬ 
standing  of  the  War  Department,  but  it  appears  that  the  matter 
must  come  before  the  Encampment. 

This  tablet  had  to  be  made  on  a  curve  to  fit  the  wall  and  will 
have  to  await  the  time  when  it  can  be  placed  in  the  spot  selected 
and  approved  by  the  Fine  Arts  Commission.  If  the  Grand  Army  ac¬ 
cepts  it  will  be  immediately  placed  ready  for  dedication  in  January. 

As  you  all  know  I  have  done  a  very  great  deal  of  work  as  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Secretary  of  the  National  Shrine  Commission — a  short  re¬ 
port  of  which  will  be  made  separately. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  say  that  I  had  the  honor  of  representing  our 
National  President  at  the  Convention  of  the  Department  of  the 
Potomac;  at  the  National  Convention  of  the  Dames  of  the  Loyal 
Legion  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  at  the  National  Con¬ 
vention  of  The  National  Society  United  States  Daughters  of  1812, 
and  was  very  graciously  received  with  compliments  to  our  Order 
and  its  National  President.  Sister  Ethelyn,  please  accept  my  appre¬ 
ciation  for  the  honors  bestowed  upon  me. 

Let  us  all  work  for  our  Order  remembering  that  “the  night  is 
coming  when  man  works  no  more.”

The  meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Past  National  President, 
Cassea  H.  Orsborn. 


The  National  President  welcomed  the  Council  and  opened  the 
meeting  for  business. 

The  following  recommendations  and  questions  for  decision 
were  presented  and  acted  upon  by  the  Advisory  Council  and  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  convention: 

Recommendations  of  the  National  President. 

1.  Concerning  the  Memorial  Tablet  for  which  $136.00  was 
raised  at  the  1941  Convention  at  Columbus,  Ohio.  This  tablet 
designated  May  30th  as  Memorial  Day,  the  time  set  aside  in  General 
John  A.  Logan’s  Order  No.  11.  By  act  of  Congress  years  ago  the 
Grand  Army  was  granted  a  space  in  Arlington  Cemetery  to  place 
a  memorial.  Investigation  shows  that  the  Grand  Army  only  has 
authority  to  do  this,  and  that  they  wish  the  whole  General  Order 
placed  there.  This  year  a  resolution  was  presented  to  the  Grand 
Army  asking  permission  to  place  our  Memorial  in  that  space. 

Moved  by  Sarah  Ehrmann  and  seconded  by  Frances  M.  Kuhns 
that  we  pay  the  balance  due  on  the  bronze  tablet  already  pur¬ 
chased  and  if  unable  to  place  this  Memorial  in  Arlington  Cemetery, 
select  some  other  historical  place  and  that  we  abide  by  the  final 
decision  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Carried. 

Council  sustained. 

2.  That  hereafter  the  General  Orders  be  printed  in  the  Bugle 
Call;  thereby  saving  on  printing  and  postage  both  to  Department 
and  National. 

Moved  by  Cassea  H.  Orsborn  and  seconded  by  Eunice  Rash 
that  General  Orders  be  printed  as  usual.  Motion  carried. 

Convention  adopts  recommendation.  Council  not  sustained. 
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3.  That  a  certain  sum,  amount  to  be  decided,  be  given  Na¬ 
tional  Junior  Supervisor  to  carry  on  her  work.  This  is  a  most  im¬ 
portant  work  in  our  Order,  but  must  have  some  finances. 

Moved  by  Edwina  Trigg  and  seconded  by  Cora  Rowling  that 
the  expense  account  of  the  National  Junior  Supervisor  not  ex¬ 
ceed  thirty-five  dollars.  Motion  carried. 

Council  sustained. 

4.  That  the  National  Organization  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  recommend  that  Flags  presented  by  our  or¬ 
ganization  not  have  yellow  fringe,  as  it  adds  nothing  to  the  flag. 

Council  decides  National  President  be  sustained. 

Council  sustained, 

5.  That  Chapter  5,  Article  2,  Section  2,  Page  36,  Rules  and 
Regulations  be  revised  to  read  National  Advisory  Council  instead 
of  Council  of  Administration  and  that  National  Revision  Commit¬ 
tee  revise  the  rules  and  regulations  for  Departments'  to  conform. 

Council  decides  to  adopt  this  recommendation. 

Council  sustained. 

6.  That  all  patriotic  and  legislative  literature  should  first- 
have  the  approval  of  the  National  President  before  being  sent  out. 

Moved  by  Cora  Rowling  and  seconded  by  Orpha  Whitaker  that 
we  adopt  this  recommendation.  Carried. 

Council  sustained. 

7.  That  no  National  Officer  hold  an  elective  and  appointive 
office  at  the  same  time. 

Moved  by  Cassea  Orsborn,  seconded  by  Cora  Rowling  that  we 
adopt  this  recommendation.  Carried.  Council  sustained. 

8.  That  we  again  give  Love  Gift  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic. 

Moved  by  Edwina  Trigg  and  seconded  by  Margaret  Grandle 
that  we  again  give  the  $1000.00  Love  Gift  to  the  Grand  Army. 
Council  decides  that  the  National  President  present  this  gift. 

9.  Recommended  that  we  invest  the  Eight  hundred  and  ten 
dollars  ($810.00)  in  the  Shrine  Fund  in  War  Bonds. 

Moved  by  Clara  N.  Sawyer  and  seconded  by  Cassea  Orsborn 
that  we  adopt  this  recommendation.  Carried. 

Council  sustained. 

Recommendations  of  Officers 
1.  National  Chaplain: 

There  is  much  confusion  in  reports  due  to  the  fact  that  Circle 
report  cards  differ  from  the  Department  report  blanks,  several  De¬ 
partments  have  written  regarding  this.  Therefore  I  recommend 
that  report  blanks  from  Circle  and  Department  be  uniform. 

Moved  by  Gladys  Newton,  seconded  by  Sarah  Ehrman  that 
this  be  done.  Council  decides  this  be  referred  to  Revision  com¬ 
mittee. 


Council  sustained. 


Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
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2.  National  Historian: 

That  the  Historian  in  Circles,  Department  and  National  may 
be  elected  consecutively  to  serve  5  years  or  more;  and  that  this 
officer  is  not  required  to  be  a  past  Circle,  Department  or  National 
President.  Moved  by  Edwina  Trigg  and  seconded  by  Clara  Sawyer 
that  this  recommendation  be  adopted  and  referred  to  the  revision 
committee.

Idaho 

Resolution  No.  1. 

Whereas:  We  face  conditions  in  our  country  and  in  the  Na¬ 
tional  Organization  which  call  for  the  strictest  economy  and, 

Whereas:  Certain  elective  officers  of  the  National  Body  now 
receive  traveling  expense  as  well  as  salary,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved :  that  we  petition  our  National  Body  to  discontinue 
traveling  expense  to  the  National  Registrar,  the  National  Treasurer, 
National  Secretary  and  Editor  of  the  Bugle  Call  for  the  duration 
of  the  present  war. 

Moved  by  Cassea  Orsborn  and  seconded  by  Clara  Sawyer  that 
we  adopt  this  resolution.  Motion  lost. 

Council  decides  that  National  Registrar  receives  no  traveling 
expense  or  salary  and  that  the  provisions  for  expense  of  National 
Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Editor  of  Bugle  Call  remain  the  same.. 

Council  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  2. 

Whereas:  Time  is  the  essence  during  the  present  emergency 
and  whereas  Advisory  council  meetings  are  now  closed  to  all  but 
Past  Presidents,  elective  officers  and  secretaries  and, 

Whereas :  considerable  time  to  be  saved  in  final  discussions  if 
all  members  were  admitted  to  the  Advisory  Council  but  were  de¬ 
nied  voice  in  the  deliberations,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved:  That  we  petition  our  National  Body  to  admit  all 
members  attending  the  convention  to  the  Advisory  Council  meet¬ 
ings,  so  that  they  would  have  a  clear  understanding  of  all  questions 
to  come  before  them  for  final  decision. 

Council  decides  that  it  is  not  advisable  and  that  Rules  and 
Regulations  remain  the  same.  Council  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  3. 

Whereas:  We  face  conditions  in  our  Country  today  calling  for 
united  action  and  sacrifice,  that  the  present  war  may  speedily  be 
won  and  peace  be  restored  to  all  the  World  and, 

Whereas:  Citizens  are  called  upon  to  lend  all  possible  aid  fi¬ 
nancially  and  by  willing  sacrifice  and  our  Order  should  comply  in 
every  way,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved:  That  we  eliminate  all  special  assessments  except  the 
G.  A.  R.  Fund,  heretofore  required  of  our  members  and  in  every 
way  possible  curtail  expense  in  operation  during  the  duration  of 
this  war  and  render  all  possible  aid  to  the  Government,  our  blood 
kin  paid  the  supreme  price  to  preserve. 
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Council  decides  that  the  only  special  fund  is  the  Bugle  Call 
Fund  and  that  it  be  continued.  Council  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  4. 

Whereas:  The  Department  of  Idaho  stands  pledged  to  our 
Department  Commander  that  every  member  will  report  100%  in 
National  Defense  Work  and, 

Whereas:  We  find  it  difficult  to  finance  the  work  of  our  Cir¬ 
cles  and  Departments  and  still  meet  out  quota  as  pledged,  and 

Whereas:  We  feel  the  tax  we  are  now  paying  for  the  support 
of  the  Bugle  Call  could  be  used  to  far  better  advantage  during 
this  emergency,  and, 

Whereas:  We  realize  the  amount  is  small  when  considered  from 
an  individual  standpoint,  but  that  in  the  aggregate  it  is  a  sum  too 
large  to  be  used  on  non  essentials,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved:  That  the  Department  of  Idaho  petition  the  National 
Body  to  suspend  the  publication  of  the  Bugle  Call,  for  the  duration; 
feeling  that  it  is  not  only  a  patriotic  duty  on  the  part  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Organization,  to  relieve  the  individual  members  of  this  as¬ 
sessment,  but  that  it  is  in  keeping  with  every  movement  toward 
winning  the  war. 

Moved  by  Cassea  Orsborn  and  seconded  by  Clara  Sawyer  that 
we  discontinue  the  Publication  of  the  Bugle  Call  for  the  Duration. 
Motion  lost.  Council  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  5. 

Whereas:  Circle  report  blanks  at  present  differ  from  Depart¬ 
ment  blanks  and, 

Whereas:  This  causes  considerable  confusion  when  reports 
from  Department  to  National  are  made,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved:  That  we  petition  the  National  Body  to  make  corres¬ 
ponding  report  blanks  requiring  the  same  information  from  Circle 
and  Department. 

Moved  by  Gladys  Newton  and  seconded  by  Sarah  Ehrman  that 
Circle  and  Department  blanks  be  made  to  conform  and  that  this 
be  referred  to  National  Revision  Committee.  Council  sustained. 

Oregon 

1.  Resolution  that  ruling  be  made  that  all  honor  be  shown 
the  National  President,  or  her  representative,  Department  President 
and  Counselor  sit  by  side  of  President  at  all  times  during  the 
convention  or  exemplification  of  the  ritual. 

Council  decides  this  is  a  question  of  courtesy  only  and  referred 
it  back  to  the  Department. 

2.  That  Department  Presidents  should  not  hold  any  other 
office. 

Council  refers  this  back  to  Department.  Council  sustained. 


California  and  Nevada 

1.  That  Department  petition  National  Body  that  Patriotic  In¬ 
structor  be  appointed  to  read  “Good  and  Welfare”  at  Circle  Meet¬ 
ings. 
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Council  decides  the  opening-  Flag-  service  shall  be  in  turn: 
Pledge  to  the  Flag;  Song  “Guard  the  Flag”,  Flag  is  placed.  Then 
while  officers  are  still  at  the  altar,  “American  Creed”  and  “Good 
and  Welfare”  is  given,  led  by  the  Patriotic  Instructor. 

Council  sustained. 

2.  Same  as  Resolution  No.  3  from  Idaho. 

Council  decides  that  this  is  answered  in  decision  No.  3  Idaho. 

3.  Whereas:  For  many  years  our  order  has  published  a  paper 
known  as  the  “Bugle  Call”  and  supported  largely  by  subscriptions 
from  our  members  for  many  years,  and 

Whereas:  Such  publications  have  never  been  self-supporting 
and  at  the  present  time,  due  to  the  demands  of  our  government 
for  conservation  of  paper,  so  necessary  for  war  use,  and  whereas: 
the  National  Government  has  deemed  necessary  the  discontinuance 
of  Bureaus  and  salaries  for  the  duration. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  Col.  J.  M.  Howard  Circle  No.  60 
of  San  Diego,  California,  in  regular  session  assembled  this  sixth  day 
of  May,  do  hereby  petition  our  Department  and  National  Conven¬ 
tions"  to  suspend  publication  of  the  said  Bugle  Call,  for  the  dura¬ 
tion,  considering  such  act  as  part  of  our  Order  not  only  patriotic 
but  in  support  of  the  wishes  of  our  government.  That  the  further 
consideration  be  deferred  until  such  time  as  Peace  is  restored  to 
the  world. 

Council  decides  this  question  is  answered  in  Decision  No.  3 
Idaho. 

Council  sustained. 


West  V  irginia 

The  We~f  Virginia  Department  Convention  went  on  record  as 
opposed  to  the  Past  Naational  Presidents  receiving  a  salary  of 
Twenty-five  dollars  a  year,  realizing  they  should  not  be  paid  for 
past  honors.  Subject  to  the  Advisory  Council  and  National  Body 
at  the  56th  Convention. 

Lucy  Price,  Retiring  Dept.  Pres.; 

Hattie  Martin,  Retiring  Sec’y. 

Council  decides  that  since  the  Past  National  Presidents  do 
not  receive  a  salary,  that  the  amount  of  their  expenses  remain  the 
same.  (It  has  been  customary  since  the  decision  of  the  52nd  Na¬ 
tional  Convention,  1938  for  Past  National  Presidents  attending 
Convention  to  receive  $25.00).  Council  sustained. 


Rhode  Island 

To  the  National  Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic: 

1.  The  Dept,  of  Rhode  Island  submits  the  following  question: 

Why  isn’t  the  Council  of  Administration  installed? 

Council  decides  that  the  Council  of  Administration  functions  as 
a  committee  and  therefor  is  not  installed.  Council  sustained. 

2.  Question  was  asked:  If  member  attends  Memorial  service 
with  another  Patriotic  group  and  in  another  church,  is  she  counted 
in  report  of  our  organization? 
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National  President  decides  we  count  only  those  attending 
service  with  us.  Council  decides  National  President  be  sustained. 
Council  sustained. 


Kansas 

1.  That  the  Opening  Flag  Service  be  restored  to  its  former 
ceremony  thus  honoring  the  Flag  in  its  entirety.  The  American 
Creed  to  follow  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance,  then  the  song  “Guard  the 
Flag,”  before  it  is  placed  in  position.  Then  the  President  says, 
“Conductors,  Color  Guards  and  Patriotic  Instructor  will  resume 
their  Stations.” 

Moved  by  Marie  Buhler  and  seconded  by  Cassea  Orsborn  that 
Ritual  remain  the  same.  Council  sustained. 

Missouri 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  at  the  Missouri  Dept. 
Convention  May  4,  1942  to  be  presented  at  the  National  Conven¬ 
tion. 

1.  Whereas:  there  has  been  some  confusion  as  to  when  funds 
should  be  paid.  Therefore  we  recommend  to  the  National  Body  that 
the  Per  Capita  Tax  be  ten  cents  a  quarter  per  member  from  ail 
Departments,  payable  September  30th,  December  31st,  March  31st, 
and  June  30th.,  to  be  distributed  as  follows:

Moved  by  Margaret  Grandle,  seconded  by  Josephine  Mahar  to 
adopt  this  resolution.  Motion  lost.  Council  not  sustained. 

1.  To  clarify  the  above  action  a  motion  was  made  by  Henri¬ 
etta  Bodge,  Department  President  of  New  York  and  seconded  by 
several  that  hereafter  the  Per  Capita  Tax  from  Department  to  Na¬ 
tional  be  Ten  cents  per  member,  per  quarter;  four  cents  for  Gen¬ 
eral  Fund,  Five  cents  for  Bugle  Call  Fund  and  One  cent  for  G.A.R. 
Fund.  Carried  by  a  rising  vote. 

2.  Whereas:  Members  being  reinstated  are  not  required  to 
take  the  Obligation,  therefore  we  recommend  that  reinstated  mem¬ 
bers  be  required  to  take  the  obligation  the  same  as  transfer  mem¬ 
bers  and  that  the  revision  committee  make  this  change. 

Council  decides  the  recommendation  be  adopted  and  Rules  and 
Regulations,  Chapter  II,  Article  XII.,  Section  4  be  revised  to  read 
“A  member  reinstated  must  be  reobligated,  and  introduced  in  the 
regular  manner.”  This  was  moved  by  Margaret  Grandle  and  sec¬ 
onded  by  Sarah  Ehrman.  Council  sustained. 

Ohio 

In  Department  Convention  assembled  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions  were  adopted  to  be  forwarded  to  the  National  Organization: 

I.  In  as  much  as  we  are  a  patriotic  organization  and  should 
cooperate  in  every  way  possible  with  our  government  especially  in 
the  conservation  of  paper  and  extravagant  spending  of  money. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved:  That  we  discontinue  the  publication 
of  the  Bugle  Call  (our  official  paper)  for  the  duration  of  the  war, 
inasmuch  as  paper  is  essential  for  the  manufacturing  of  shell  cart¬ 
ridges,  etc.,  and  whereas  the  securing  of  National  Advertising  has 
not  been  successfully  worked  out,  and  there  being  so  much  dis- 
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satisfaction  regarding  the  assessment  of  five  cents  per  member  for 
the  Bugle  Call  and  one  cent  per  member  for  the  GAR  funds, 
these  assessments  being  paid  mostly  by  Circles  and  not  by  each 
member.  This  money  should  be  used  by  Circles  for  Defense  Bonds 
or  Stamps.  Therefore  be  it  resolved  these  assessments  also  be  dis¬ 
continued  for  the  duration  of  the  War. 

Council  decided  this  was  answered  by  decision  No.  3  Idaho. 

Council  sustained. 

II.  Resolved:  that  the  National  law  regarding  the  admission 
of  children  to  circle  meetings  be  changed  to  read  “Children  under 
3  years  of  age  be  admitted  when  accompanied  by  parents  or  guard¬ 
ian  but  not  between  the  ages  of  three  and  twelve.”  This  being  the 
specified  age  of  admission  to  membership. 

Council  decides  Rules  and  Regulations  remain  the  same. 
(Chapter  II,  Article  VI,  Section  5,  Page  10). 

Council  sustained. 

III.  Resolved;  that  relief  other  than  money  be  stricken  from 
the  quarterly  reports,  we  have  found  this  to  be  greatly  over¬ 
estimated. 

Council  decides  Report  Blanks  remain  the  same. 

Council  sustained. 


Kentucky  No.  2 

I.  We  petition  the  National  Body  to  continue  the  Budget 
plan  and  that  it  be  given  a  fair  trial. 

Council  decides  we  do  not  operate  under  a  budget  plan. 

Ccuncil  sustained. 

II.  Resolved  that  the  Dept,  of  Kentucky  protests  against  the 
payment  of  any  expense  of  Past  National  Presidents.  We  believe 
that  while  she  is  in  the  chair  she  should  be  given  funds  for  all  ex¬ 
penses  but  when  she  retires,  no  further  expense  should  be  paid  by 
National. 

This  was  answered  in  West  Virginia  decision.  Council  sustained. 

Massachusetts 

The  Massachusetts  Department  wishes  information  in  regard  to 
Section  1  of  Article  7  on  Page  10  of  Rules  and  Regulations: 

When  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  is  given  in  public  at  the  words, 
“I  pledge  Allegiance”  place  the  right  hand  over  the  heart,  at  the 
words  “To  the  Flag”  extend  the  palm  upward  toward  the  Flag,  etc. 
Our  Circle  room  is  not  a  public  place,  why  therefore,  should  we 
not  salute  the  Flag  and  give  our  pledge  of  allegiance  by  bringing 
the  right  hand  to  the  forehead,  finger  touching  the  eyebrow  and  at 
the  words  “to  the  Flag,”  extend  the  hand  to  the  flag  with  the  palm 
upward.  The  question  seems  to  be  the  word  “public”  meaning- 
open  to  all  the  people  at  large,  etc. 

Council  decides  that  this  section  referred  to  in  Rules  and 
Regulations  pertains  to  the  pledge  given  in  public.  But  when  meet¬ 
ing  ’>  cirVe  room  the  Military  salute  shall  be  given.  Council  sus¬ 
tained. 
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Department  of  New  York 

We,  the  Department  of  New  York,  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  in  Convention  assembled  at  Utica,  New  York,  June 
1942  do  hereby  request  the  National  Body  to  clarify  the  decision 
made  at  the  55th  National  Convention,  under  Question  I.  of  recom¬ 
mendations  and  decisions  of  the  National  President,  referring  to  the 
order  the  stations  are  passed  as  the  Flag  is  carried  into  the  room, 
as  many  meeting  rooms  will  not  permit  the  order  as  named  in  the 
decision.  We  believe  it  would  clarify  this  matter  to  insert  the 
words,  “Keeping  to  the  right  side”  after  the  words  “making  circuit 
of  altar”  as  contained  in  instructions  to  the  Conductor  and  color 
guards  on  page  10  of  the  Ritual. 

Council  decides  all  officers  stations  must  be  passed  keeping 
altar  to  the  right.  Moved  by  Edwina  Trigg  and  seconded  by  Clara 
Sawyer  this  recommendation  be  adopted  and  stickers  for  ritual  be 
printed.  Council  sustained. 


Indiana 

The  Dept,  of  Indiana  recommends  that  we  restore  the  opening 
flag  service  to  its  former  opening. 

1.  Council  decides  that  this  was  answered  in  California  and 
Nevada  decision  No.  1.  Council  sustained. 

2.  Ask  ruling  preventing  member  from  transferring  from  one 
Circle  to  another  when  there  is  more  than  one  Circle  in  the  town. 

Council  decides  this  is  not  advisable.  Council  sustained. 

Colorado 

We  twirl  the  flags  just  before  closing  while  we  sing  “God 
Bless  America”.  Are  we  doing  wrong? 

National  President  decides  Flag  must  be  retired. 

Council  sustains  National  President’s  decision  and  refers  Dept, 
to  the  Ritual.  Council  sustained.

RESOLUTION  AGAINST  SACRIFICING  HISTORICAL  STATUES 

Whereas,  it  has  been  proposed  to  scrap  all  bronze  statutes  in 
the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere,  and

first,  to  possible  war  necessity,  statues  of  Civil  War  generals  which 
have  no  artistic  merit  and  no  tangible  values”,  and

is  to  pass  upon  the  artistic  merit  of  said  statues,  which  artists  of 
passed  generations  have  already  passed  upon,  and  after  the  war 
will  some  monstrosity  by  a  modernistic  artist  replace  them?  and 

Whereas,  said  statues  were  erected  to  preserve  the  history  of 
the  United  States  and  if  destroyed  cannot  and  will  not  be  replaced, 
and 

Whereas,  we  are  followers  in  the  footsteps  of  those  pioneers 
of  the  American  Revolution  and  the  Civil  War  who  gave  their  lives 
to  preserve  our  liberties  which  each  and  everyone  of  us  are  willing 
to  do  should  the  necessity  arise,  now,  therefore — 
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Be  it  resolved:  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public  in  Annual  Convention  assembled  this  17th  day  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1942,  that  we  go  on  record  against  the  sacrifice  of  any  statues

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Marie  Buhler  offered  a  gift  to  the  National  Body,  the  sum  of 
Thirty  dollars  from  the  Past  Presidents’  Association  of  New  York, 
for  Patriotic  work.  It  was  moved  by  Josephine  Mahar  and  sec¬ 
onded  by  several  that  we  accept  this  most  gracious  gift  with 
thanks.  Carried.  Council  sustained. 


The  National  President  made  a  report  on  her  investigation  of 
the  Department  of  Florida  and  reported  that  she  had  issued  a 
Charter  to  a  new  Circle  subject  to  the  desires  of  the  Council  and 
the  Convention.  National  President’s  action  was  approved  and 
after  some  discussion  it  was  moved  by  Frances  Kuhns  and  seconded 
by  Clara  Sawyer  that  the  new  Circle,  organized  in  April,  go  into 
the  Department  of  Florida.

The  year,  since  the  last  Rational  Convention,  has  been  a  very 
active  one  as  there  have  been  sc  many  Patriotic  Exercises  to  at¬ 
tend  and  I  have  endeavored  to  represent  our  organization  on  every 
occasion. 

Our  5  Circles  besides  observing  the  Birthdays  of  Lincoln,  Wash¬ 
ington,  McKinley  and  Grant,  Appomottox,  Flag  and  Memorial  Days 
also  observe  Mother’s  Day,  Grand  Army  Day,  and  their  members 
act  as  Pages  and  Delegates  for  our  National  at  the  Woman’s  Patri¬ 
otic  Conference  on  National  Defense,  take  part  in  the  Massing  of 
the  Colors  at  the  National  Cathedral  at  Mt.  St.  Albans. 

Our  most  outstanding  work  is  the  decoration  of  over  154,000 
graves  in  Arlington  National  Cemetery.  This  year  we  not  only 
used  natural  flowers  but  made  artificial  flowers — American  Beauty 
Roses,  the  Grand  Army  Flower.  The  G.A.R.  Memorial  Day  Corpor¬ 
ation  appointed  me  Chairman,  and  I  appointed  Sister  Emma  F.  Hay¬ 
ward  the  acting  chairman  for  the  Natural  Flowers  (a  position  she 
has  held  for  many  years,)  and  appointed  our  Dept.,  Chaplain,  Sister 
Alice  Burke  chairman  for  the  artificial  flowers.  The  members  of  our 
Department  made  2,670  roses  and  of  these  Sister  Burke  made  1,700. 
We  served  lunches  to  over  300  Boy  Scouts  who  helped  place  the 
flowers  on  the  graves  the  morning  of  May  30th.,  others  who  assisted 
me  in  the  2  days  work  at  Arlington  besides  Sister  Burke  and  Hay¬ 
ward  were  Sisters  Tamm,  Cobert,  Wohlfarth,  and  Stumph. 

Another  outstanding  occasion  was  the  10th.,  Annual  Commemor¬ 
ative  Exercises  we  held  at  Fort  Stevens  on  July  11th.,  at  which  time 
I  placed  a  wreath  on  the  Monument  there  erected  where  Abraham 
Lincoln  stood  under  fire  and  our  Union  Soldiers  fought  to  keep 
Washington  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Confederates.  Maj., 
Gen’l  Amos  A.  Fries  delivered  the  address  and  the  “Guard  of  Honor” 
of  the  American  Legion  and  Fort  Stevens  Post,  A.L.  gave  wonderful 
assistance  as  did  Commander  Bateman  and  other  members  of  the 
Maryland  Division,  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War.

The  following  Recommendations  and  Decisions  of  the  Fifty-Fifth 
Annual  National  Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio  are  hereby  promulgated. 

I.  Resolution  presented  by  Margaret  Worrell: 

Whereas,  the  30th  day  of  May  is  observed  as  Memorial  Day 
throughout  the  several  States  of  the  United  States  in  memory  of 
those  who  fell  in  the  Civil  War  and  subsequently  in  memory  of  sol¬ 
diers  who  fell  in  all  wars,  and 

Whereas,  under  date  of  May  5,  1868,  General  John  A.  Logan, 
Ccmmander-in-chief,  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  at  the 
suggestion  of  one  of  his  soldiers,  issued  a  General  Order  designating 
May  30,  1868,  as  Memorial  Day  with  the  hope  that  it  would  be  kept 
from  year  to  year,  and 

Whereas,  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  blood 
relatives  of  the  veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  most  of  whom  have 
passed  their  ninety-fourth  milestone,  believe  that  the  citizens  of 
this  great  nation  would  appreciate  a  Memorial  Day  Stamp,  now, 
therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public  in  National  Convention  assembled  this  19th  day  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1941,  that  the  Postmaster  General,  Honorable  Frank  C.  Walker, 
be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  order  the  issuance  of  a  three 
cent  Memorial  Day  Stamp  at  the  time  the  stamp  program  for  1942 
is  being  formulated. 

Council  decides  that  this  resolution  be  adopted. 

Council  sustained. 

II.  Resolution  number  2  presented  by  Margaret  Worrell:  That 
we  place  a  Memorial  Tablet  in  Arlington  Memorial  Amphi-theater. 

Council  decides  that  we  adopt  Sister  Worrell’s  plan  to  place  a 
Memorial  Tablet  in  Arlington  Memorial  Amphitheater  and  bring 
the  matter  before  the  Convention  and  let  the  members  contribute 
what  they  will  on  the  expense  of  $175.00,  and  the  balance  if  there 
be  any,  to  be  taken  care  of  by  the  National  Body. 

Council  sustained. 

III.  Resolution  number  3  presented  by  Margaret  Worrell: 

That  we  petition  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 

Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  to  approve  the  Izac  Bill  H.  R.  4640,  and  ac¬ 
quire  the  ten  acres,  known  as  Temple  Heights  as  a  site  for  the 
future  erection  of  a  Memorial  Building  in  honor  of  the  Union  Vet¬ 
erans  of  the  Civil  War. 

Council  decides  that  we  accept  this  petition  and  try  to  get  the 
President  to  approve  it. 

Council  sustained. 

IV.  Sarah  J.  Ehrmann,  Past  National  President  requested  that 
she  be  allowed  to  organize  a  Circle  under  National  in  Florida. 
Council  decides  to  grant  Sister  Ehrmann’s  request. 

Council  not  sustained. 

V.  Department  of  California  and  Nevada: 

1.  That  we  recommend  to  the  National  Body  that  they  provide 
Rituals,  Badges  and  other  supplies  for  Junior  Circles. 

Council  decides  that  the  Junior  Instructions  prepared  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Junior  Supervisor  be  adopted  for  use. 

Council  sustained. 
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Council  decides  that  the  type  of  Junior  badge  in  the  hands  of 
the  National  Treasurer,  be  used  for  President  Honors,  and  smaller 
inexpensive  Junior  badges  be  obtained  for  the  membership. 

Council  sustained. 

2.  Inasmuch  as  our  Organization  is  based  on  the  eligibility  of 
the  honorable  discharge  of  a  Civil  War  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  and 
carry  on  with  the  lineal  descendants  of  such  honorable  discharged 
veterans;  Be  it  resolved,  we  urge  that  our  Junior  Circles  be  kept 
to  that  eligibility,  and  that  we  protest  against  the  admission  of  those 
without  such  eligibility. 

Council  decides  that  the  resolution  adopted,  pertaining  to  the 
Junior  Circles,  by  the  1940  Convention  remain  the  same. 

Council  sustained. 

3.  That  eligibility  cards  be  sent  to  Department  Registrar  and 
not  the  Department  Secretary  for  distribution. 

Council  decides  that  eligibility  cards  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
Secretary. 

Council  sustained. 

VI.  That  we  adopt  the  Patriotic  Literature  recently  issued  by 
the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  displayed  at 
the  Convention : 

Council  decides  to  adopt  this  piece  of  Literature  as  our  perma¬ 
nent  Patriotic  Literature. 

Council  sustained. 

Council  decides  to  take  the  100,000  copies  that  are  already  printed 
by  the  Department  of  Missouri. 

Council  sustained. 

VII.  Department  of  Oregon : 

1.  The  Department  of  Oregon  petitions  the  National  Body  to 
clarify  the  1939  issue  of  our  Rules  and  Regulations  relative  to  the 
duties  of  Circle  and  Department  Historians  to  comply  with  the  law 
as  promulgated  in  General  Orders  No.  1  under  date  of  October  1, 
1939  and  recorded  in  our  National  Journal  of  the  53rd  annual  Con¬ 
vention  held  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 

Council  decides  that  this  Department  be  referred  to  Rules  and 
Regulations  as  they  are  quite  clear. 

Council  sustained. 

2.  The  Department  of  Oregon  wishes  to  go  on  record  as  pro¬ 
testing  the  addition  of  Section  3  of  Article  XVI,  relative  to  funds; 
as  this  new  section  is  in  violation  of  our  State  law,  relative  to  special 
funds.  Neither  can  we  find  where  said  Section  was  ever  promul¬ 
gated  as  a  law  or  recorded  in  any  Journal. 

Council  decides  that  the  law  remain  the  same. 

Convention  votes  to  amend  said  law  to  read — “The  interest  ac¬ 
cumulating  from  the  deposit  by  the  Treasurer,  of  funds  donated 
for  specific  purposes,  may,  by  vote  of  the  Circle,  be  used  for  the 
general  expenses  of  the  Circle  if  it  does  not  conflict  with  the  State 
Law.”  Carried. 

VIII.  Department  of  Wisconsin: 

Can  a  Patriotic  Organization  make  a  law  that  conflicts  with  the 
State  Law? 

Council  decides  the  answer  be  no. 

Council  sustained. 

IX.  Department  of  Ohio : 

1.  We  favor  a  law  or  rule  permitting  no  sister  to  smoke  in  the 
Circle  room.  Will  the  National  Body  act  on  this  resolution.  Some 
of  the  Circles  fear  they  will  loose  members  if  we  permit  smoking 
during  the  meeting. 

Council  decides  that  this  matter  be  left  to  the  decision  of  the 
Department  in  which  it  exists. 

Council  sustained. 
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2.  Is  a  Past  Circle  President  classed  as  an  elected  delegate  to 
Department  Convention?  Does  she  lose  her  vote  if  she  attends  the 
sessions  of  an  allied  organization? 

Council  decides  a  Past  Circle  President  holds  her  honors  and  is 
not  elected  a  delegate. 

Council  sustained. 

X.  Recommendations  and  Decisions  of  the  National  President: 

1.  That  there  be  a  charge  written  for  the  Historian  both  at  in¬ 
stallation  and  for  regular  meetings. 

Council  decides  that  this  recommendation  be  adopted  and  turned 
over  to  Revision  Committee. 

Council  sustained. 

2.  Because  so  many  complained  our  opening  ceremony  is  too  long 
and  it  breaks  into  our  Flag  service  and  being  of  the  same  opinion 
myself,  I  recommend  that  Good  and  Welfare  be  given  at  some  other 
time  than  between  repeating  the  American  Creed  and  singing  “Guard 
the  Flag.” 

Council  decides  that  the  ‘American  Creed’  and  ‘Good  and  Welfare’ 
be  recited  after  the  Flag  is  placed. 

Council  sustained. 

3.  That  Chapter  II,  Article  VII,  Section  2,  Paragraph  2,  on  Page 
11  of  1939  Rules  and  Regulations  be  revised  so  as  to  make  its  mean¬ 
ing  clearer. 

Council  decides  that  Paragraph  2,  Article  VII  be  eliminated. 

Council  sustained. 

Questions. 

1.  In  carrying  Flag  into  Circle  room,  in  what  order  are  the 
stations  passed  in  carrying  the  Flag  around  the  room? 

Senior  Vice-President,  Junior  Vice-President,  President,  Chaplain 
then  to  the  alter,  keeping  alter  to  the  right. 

Council  decides  that  the  National  President  be  sustained  in  this 
decision. 

Council  sustained. 

2.  When  is  the  proper  time  to  give  the  Silent  Salute? 

Immediately,  as  soon  as  the  Flag  is  brought  into  the  room. 

Council  decides  that  the  National  President’s  decision  be  sus¬ 
tained. 

Council  sustained. 

3.  Is  it  necessary  to  give  the  Silent  Salute  each  time  the  escort 
Flags  pass  in  front  of  a  person  in  the  Circle  room? 

No.  We  need  not  salute  the  Escort  Flags.  During  a  parade  the 
salute  is  given  to  the  Flag  carried  by  the  official  Flag  bearer  and 
this  is  following  the  same  principle. 

Council  decides  that  the  National  President’s  decision  be  sus¬ 
tained. 

Council  sustained. 

4.  Why  is  the  Counselor  not  installed? 

There  has  been  no  such  provision  made  by  the  National  Body. 

Council  decides  that  the  decision  be  sustained. 

Council  sustained. 

5.  Do  Circles  have  Counselors? 

No. 

Council  decides  that  the  decision  be  sustained. 

Council  sustained. 

6.  Who  makes  installations  arrangements,  the  incoming  or  out¬ 
going  President? 

Outgoing  President  as  she  is  President  until  the  new  President 
is  installed.  It  would  be  an  act  of  courtesy  for  the  retiring  Presi¬ 
dent  to  consult  the  incoming  President  as  to  her  wishes  in  the  mat¬ 
ter. 

Council  decides  that  the  recommendation  be  sustained. 

Council  not  sustained. 
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That  the  National  Proceedings  be  in  the  hands  of  the  National 
President  instead  of  the  National  Historian. 

Council  decides  that  we  have  two  copies  of  bound  Proceedings, 
one  set  to  be  given  to  the  National  President  and  one  set  to  the 
National  Historian. 

Council  sustained. 

Sister  Edwina  Trigg;  offered  to  have  the  National  Proceedings 
bound. 

Council  decides  that  we  accept  Sister  Trigg’s  offer  to  have  the 
Proceedings  bound.  One  copy  to  go  to  the  National  President  and 
one  copy  to  the  National  Historian,, 

V  Council  sustained. 

That  all  money  be  collected  by  National  Secretary  except  money 
for  supplies. 

Council  decides  that  all  money  go  to  the  National  Secretary  ex¬ 
cept  money  for  supplies.  Checks  made  payable  to  the  National 
Treasurer. 

Council  sustained. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Sister  Cassea  Orsborn,  Past  National 
President,  and  seconded  by  Sister  Naola  Brown,  Past  Department 
President  of  Oklahoma,  that  our  original  plan  of  exemplifying  the 
ritual  be  followed  and  take  the  place  of  some  evening  function  at 
the  National  Convention.  Carried.

So  let  us  more  reverently  than  ever,  observe  Memorial  Day 
and  pledge  anew  to  our  few  remaining  Comrades,  our  gratitude  and 
our  determination  to  keep  forever,  our  FLAG  and  COUNTRY  free 
forever  from  those  who  would  destroy  it,  and  thus  prove  to  them 
that  they  have  not  died  in  vain. 

GENERAL  JOHN  A.  LOGAN’S  MEMORIAL  DAY  ORDER 

General  Order  No.  11 

The  30th  day  of  May,  1868,  is  designated  for  the  purpose  of  strew¬ 
ing  flowers  or  otherwise  decorating  the  graves  of  Comrades  who  died 
in  defense  of  their  Country,  during  the  late  rebellion,  and  those  whose 
bodies  now  lie  in  almost  every  city,  village  and  hamlet  churchyard 
in  the  land.  In  this  observance,  no  form  of  ceremony  is  prescribed, 
but  Post  and  Comrades  will,  in  their  own  way,  arrange  such  fitting 
service  and  testimonials  of  respect  as  circumstances  permit. 

We  are  organized,  Comrades,  as  our  regulations  tell  us  for  a  pur¬ 
pose,  among  other  things,  “of  preserving  and  strengthening  those 
kind  fraternal  feelings,  which  have  bound  together  the  soldiers,  sail¬ 
ors  and  marines,  who  united  to  suppress  the  late  rebellion.”  What 
can  aid  more  to  assure  this  result  than  by  cherishing  tenderly  the 
memory  of  our  heroic  dead,  who  made  their  breasts  a  barricade  be¬ 
tween  our  Country  and  its  foes°  Their  soldier  lives  were  a  reveille 
of  freedom  to  a  race  in  chains,  and  their  death  a  tattoo  of  rebellious 
tyranny  in  arms. 

We  should  guard  their  graves  with  sacred  vigilance.  All  of  the 
consecrated  wealth  and  taste  of  the  Nation  can  add  to  their  adorn¬ 
ment  and  security,  is  but  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  memory  of  their 
slain  defenders.  Let  no  wanton  foot  tread  rudely  on  such  hallowed 
ground;  let  no  vandalism  of  avarice  or  neglect,  no  ravages  of  time 
testify  to  the  present  and  coming  generations  that  we  have  forgotten 
as  a  people,  the  cost  of  a  free  and  undivided  Republic. 

If  other  eyes  grow  dull  and  other  hands  slack,  and  other  hearts 
cold  in  the  solemn  trust,  ours  shall  keep  it  well  as  long  as  the  light 
and  warmth  of  life  remain  to  us. 

Let  us  then,  at  the  time  appointed,  gather  around  their  sacred 
remains  and  garland  the  passionless  mounds  above  them  with  the 
choicest  flowers  of  springtime;  let  us  raise  above  them  the  dear  old 
Flag  they  saved  from  dishonor;  let  us  in  this  solemn  presence  renew 
our  pledge  to  aid  and  assist  those  whom  they  have  left  among  us,  a 
sacred  charge  upon  the  Nation’s  gratitude, — the  soldier’s  and  sailor’s 
widows  and  orphans. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  inaugurate  this 
observance  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  kept  from  year  to  year  while 
a  survivor  of  the  war  remains  to  honor  the  memory  of  his  departed 
Comrades.  He  earnestly  desires  the  public  press  to  call  attention  to 
this  Order,  and  lend  it  friendly  aid  in  bringing  it  to  the  notice  of 
Comrades  in  all  parts  of  the  Country  in  time  for  simultaneous  com¬ 
pliance  therewith.
